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MR. HARRISON OBSTINATE 


MORE HARSH CRITICISM FROM 
HIS PAKTY. 

SENDING WARMOTH’S NAME TO THE 
SENATE DESPITE MANY PROTESTS— 
MANY NEW BILLS INTRODUCED. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 138.—The President sent the 
following nominations to the Senate to-day: 


United States Attorney.—BENJAMIN 8. BAKER 
of Nebraska, for the District of Nebraska. 

Forst Liewtenants.—second Lieut. JAMES A, 
LEYDEN, Fourth Infantry; Second Lieut. M. B. 
SAFFOLD, Thirteenth Infantry. 

















After waiting six weeks from the opening of 
Congress President Harrison has at last sent to 
the Senate the nomination of ex-Gov. Henry ©. 
Warmoth to be Collector of Customs for the 
port of New-Orleans. Warmoth is filling that 
Otlice by virtue of an appointment obtained 
last Summer against the protests of about all 
the best members of the Republican Party and 
to the disgust of Louisiana Republicans and 
Democrats alike. 

He was at first indorsed by Representative 
Coleman, who carried the Second District with 
the help of Democratic votes last year, but who 
has since withdrawn his support. The better 


elements of the party vigorously denounced the 
appointment when it was made, and, since 
Congress wet, they have labored hard to induce 
the President not to include Warmoth in the 
nominations made to the Senate. They suc- 
ceeded in hanging up the matter for 61x weeks, 
but now the nomination has been made. 

Grave charges against Warmoth’s record as 
an Office holder and against his political honesty 
as a Republican were before the President. 
These charges will now be laid before the Sen- 
ate and a number of prominent Louisiana 
psd are here to “show Warmoth up” when 

is case is taken up by the Commerce Com- 
mittee. They have with them a pile of 
evidence to prove their charges, and they are 

uite confident that they can prevent his con- 

rmation. Warmoth’s appointment, they de- 
clare, has veaggee | very seriously hurt the party 
in Louisiana, and if he is coufirmed it will be 
useless to try to elect another Republican 
Representative from that State, 

Warmoth is here to look after his own inter- 
ests, but if he is confirmed it will be by the de 
feat of Republicans of quite as good standing 
in their party as he ever attained. 


Representative William E. Simonds of the 
First Conuecticut District has stirred up a 
lively rumpus in the town of Bristol, Conn., by 


recommending the reappointment of Silas K. 
Montgomery a8 Postmaster at that place, Mr. 
Montgomery is @ Democrat, appointed by Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and there is a Republican can- 
didate for the ottice who has a good deal of local 
party backing. 

‘Lhe Republicans are shocked by Mr. Simonds’s 
course in supporting the Democratic incum- 
bent, and they are making an earnest fight 
against him. Mr. Simonds stands upon his 
right to name the Postmaster under the avowed 
policy of President Harrison, and it remains to 
be seen what the President will do. 


In the Senate to-day Mr. Plump called up his 
resolution respecting the seal fisheries, in 
which the Secretary of the Treasury is request- 


ed not to renew the lease until further action 
by Congress in the premises. Mr. Plumb said 
the existing twenty-years’ lease would expire 
May 1, and that by the statute of July, 1870, 
the Secretary of the Treasury was required 
atthe proper time to make a new lease, 
ee substantially the same rights 
and privileges conveyed by the existing lease, 
and for a or of twenty years. Secretary 
Windom had, in obedienee that law, adver 
tised for proposals, receivable up to Jan. 23, for 
a@ twenty-years’ lease of the islands. In his ad- 
vertisement it was es pong to limit the num- 
ber of seals to be taken to 60,000 for the first 
year and to such number annually thereafter as 
should be determined by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

Senator Plumb condemned the leasing under 
this advertisement because the notice was too 
short to permit of proposals being reveived 
from persons in Alaska who intended to bid; 
because the Alaska Commercial Company would 
be the only bidders; because that com- 
pany was composed largely of foreign- 
ers, and was @ —— which, under 
the present law, could exact any price 
it pleased from the consumers. The perpetu- 
ation of. such @ monopoly was repugnant to the 
apiet of American institutions, and the matter 
should be thoroughly understood before any 
such lease was made. It would do no harm if no 
lease was made for a year, or even two or three 
years. The power of iimiting the number 
of seals to be taken was a dangerous 
and unusual power to be placed in the Seore- 
tary of the Treasury. The Alaska Commercial 
Company had been permitted to jncrease its 
bid to the figures offered by one uis Gold- 
stone, and was then awarded the lease, but 
the Treasury Department had remitted a mate- 
Tial part of the payments required of the com- 
pany, and had in many ways showed the com- 
pany extraordinary favors. 

Senators Teller, and Dawes opposed the reso- 
lntion because the proposed lease conferred too 
extensive privileges for too long a period. 
Senator McPherson said the company had in 
tweuty years paid into the United states Treas- 
ury $2,000,000 more than the entire cost 
of the Territory, He said that if the 
fisheries were thrown open to tue world 
thej seais would ali be killed off within a year. 
A wovopoly was neceasary to the preservation 
of the valuable animals—it was an alternative 
of monopoly or no seals. The resoiution was 
reierred to the Committee on Finance. 

Senutor gPiumb’s billf in regard to the seal 
fisheries, repeale so much of the act of July 1, 
1870, as autnorizes the leasing of the rights to 
eugage in taking {ur seals from the islands of 
ft Paul and 8&t eorge, Alaska. The 
bill provides that all the authority here- 
tofore conferred upon the Secretary of 
tbe ‘Treasury to lease the rights of the seal 
tisueries to any company be repealed, and that 
the lease existing between the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company and the Government be ter- 
minated. The bill also requires the Secretary 
to promulgate regulations prohibiting the tak- 
ing and killing of seala or other fur-bearing 
animals by any but natives, and Stig yr 
the number to be taken ‘each year. The bil 
proposes to continue all the other restrictions 
now in forces, but provides that all skins taken 
hereafter shall be transporteé annually to San 
Francisco to be sold there in open market to 
the highest bidder. All money derived from 
these sales is to be paid into the Treasury and 
set apart for the education of the natives of 
Alaska. The Secretary of the Treasury is to 
a oe agents to carry into effect the pro- 
vie ons of ihe bill. 


Among the bills introduced to-day was one by 
Senator Evarts, directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to pay to the Chamber of Commerce 


of New-York $44,485, in repayment of $31,000 
With interest, which was advanced in 1860 at 
the request of the Postwaster General, in order 
to enavie him, with other money a 
4 a the site of the Post Office on Nassau- 
street. 

Senator Frye reintroduced his bill to granta 
bounty to American-built vessels engaged in 
the foreign carrying trade, with new provis- 
ions, requiring vessels to have on board as car- 
go at least — per cent. of its cargo capacity, in 
order to receive tue benefits proposed, and to 
have American officers and a crew, one-sixth of 
which shall be made up of citizens of the 
United States during the tirst two years after 
the act goes into effect, one-third during the 
next three years, and One-half during the re- 
maining period. The Government shall have 
<4 right to purchase these vessels at an agreed 

rice. 

Pisenator Plumb’s bill to prevent desertion 
from the army provider that $5 per month be 
retained from t © pay of each enlisted mau, to 
be kept until his disvuharge from the service, 
the same to be forfeited in case of desertion; 
also, that enlistments shall continue to be made 
for five years as now required, but that at the 
end of three years every soldier who bas faith- 
fully performed his duties shall be entitlea to 
three months’ furlough, and at the time of such 
furlough he may be discharged upon his own 
application. 

Senator Mitchell introduced a bill to prohibit 
the coming of Chinese into the United States. 
whother subjects of the Chinese Empire or oth- 
erwise. Those who are now within the limits 
of the United States and who may hereafter 
leave and attempt to return are so excluded. 
Suitable penalties for infringement of the law 
are provided, The bill provides that oni? offi- 
cials of the Chinese Empire shall be entitled to 
enter the United States,and they sball firs: obtain 
permission of and be identified by their Govern- 
ment. It is also provided that any Chinese per- 
son who bas landed unlawfully in the United 
States shall be removed at the cost of the Gov- 
ernment. 

Representative Clunie introduced in the 
House a bill requiring Chinese officials, teach- 
ers, students, and travelers for pleasure or curt- 
osity, before coming to the United States to se- 
cure the consent of their Government, and to 
take out a certificate from the resident United 
States diplomatic representative. Masters of 
vessels who attempt to land Chinese without 
the certificate are to be punishable by a flue of 
not lees than $500 nor more than $1,000, ana 
imprisonment from one to five years. Chinese 
crossing the boundary lines or otherwise found 
to be in the United States illegally may be ar- 
rested and removed from the country or im- 
prisoned for a term not exceeding five years.

Mr. Amos J. Cummings relieved the monot- 
ony of the introduction of bills in the House 
to-day by offering a measure providing for the 


eo" of $50,000 for a statue ot Samuel 
J. Tilden. The joint resolution provided that 
the statue should be placed in the centre of the 
rotunda of the Capitol and that its inscription 
should declare that Mr. Tilden was the nine- 
teenth President of the United States, elected 
by the people, but not seated. 

The reading of the resolution wags followed 
with prolonged applause on the Democratic 
side. The Republioans sat silent until the 
Democrats were tired of applauding, and then 
Mr. Sweeney of lowa asked in solemn tones if£ 
it was sag: eer to put the inscription in cipher. 
Then the Republicans had their laugn, and the 
measure was sent to the Library Committee, to 
die a natural death.

In this connection he also invites attention to 
the report of the Chief of Engineers of April 
23, 1886, setting forth the necessity of obtain- 
ing additional land adjacent to the forts in 
New-York Harbor for the proper defense of the 
city and harbor. The manger’ | says the im- 
portance of having some general law, which 
will authorize the Secretary of War to obtain 
lands necessary for the public defense, has 
been brought to his attention in several cases. 
For works of this kind it is usually the case 
that a particular spot must be had, and author- 
ity shoula be granted the Secretary as a matter 
of economy to obtain the sites essential for de- 
fensive works when it can be done to the best 
advantage.

UNDER BRITISH THREATS 


PORTUGAL TO HAVH A NEW 
OABINET. 
PIMENTAL TO TAKE THE PLACE OF 
BARROS DE GOMES—DISORDER STILL 
IN THE STREETS OF LISBON. 


Lisgon, Jan. 13.—Ihe fermentation in the 
streets continues. Crowds of students, in the 
streets of the neighborhood of the Cortes, are 
shouting ** Viva Portugal!” “ Viva Pinto!’ and 
ata meeting of students it was proposed to 
wire congratulations to Serpa Pinto. At Oporto 
a public meeting has been called to protest 
against the submission to England's demands. 

The mob which attacked the British Legation 
last night, and committed other riotous acts, 
numbered 3,000 persons. Patriotic and anti- 
English manifestations were made at the 
theatres and in front of the King’s palace at 
Belem. Fifty persons who took part in the 
riotous demonstrations were arrested. 

Senhor Gomes has personally expressed to Mr. 
Glynn Petre hia regret at the insults offered to 
him. The Government officially assured the 


Minister that the escutcheon would be replaced, 
all damage repaired, and all persons concerned 
in the outrage punished. 

Senhor Barros de Gomes, at the session of the 

hamber of Peers, made a full statement of 
the recent negotiations with England. He ex- 
pressed his regret that ne had been unable to 
consult the Cortes in consequence of the very 
rapid and sudden. development of events. He 
declared that he had always sought to maintain 
an agreeable understanding with England, and 
hoped that the divergent views of the two 
countries might yet be reconciled. He had 
done all that lay in his power to maintain the 
dignity of Portugal without compromising its 
interests. 
The President then annonnoed that the King 
had accepted the resignation of Senhor Barros 
de Gomes and had charged Senhor Pimental to 
construct aCabinet. It is reported that Senbor 
Hintzeribeiro will take the portfolio of Foreign 
Affairs. Pimental’s full list w:ll be handed to 
the King to-morrow. 

Pimentalis the Liberal-Conservative leader. 
He voted with the minority at the meeting 
of the Council when the demands of 
England were acceded to. The minority 
were in favor of evacuating the Shire district, 
but opposed the other demands made by em 
jand unless that country submitted the dispute 
to arbitration forthwith. 

There is a movement for the formation of a 
patriotic league to put into operation an inter- 
national “boycott” against English commerce. 

PARIS, Jan. 13.—Several of the evening papers 
discuss England’s demands upon Portugal, and 
condemn the menacing attitude taken in sup- 
port of them. 


AN IMPORTANT CASE. 











INVOLVING THE RIGHTS OF ENLISTED 
MEN AFTER THEIR DISCHARGE. 


Newport, R. I., Jan. 13.—High Sheriff Easton 
to-day served a writ upon Lieut. Commander 
Longnecker, executive officer of the United 
States training ship New-Hampshire, on a 
suit by F. W. Carbery for $10,000 for alleged 
false imprisonment. The writis returnable at 
the next March term of the Supreme Court. 

Carbery was an enlisted man in the navy, 
rated as a landsman, and was discharged from 
the service on the morning of the 30th of last 
September. When discharged, Mr. Edds, the 


Commissary, claimed that Carbery owed $4 
as mess money, and this he refused to pay. 
Commissary Eddr, with aship’s corporal, then 
took Carbery to the oflice of the executive 
officer, Lieut. Commander Longnecker, who in 
the temporary absence of the Commandant, 
Capt. Higginson, was virtually in command of 
the New-Humpshire and the training station. 
Ships writers Bartley and Dolan were present 
at the time, and Bartley gives the following 
version of the affair which Dolan corroborates: 

“Corp. Carr made a statement to the effect 
that Carbery wed a certain amount of money 
to the Commissary Department, and Edds ex- 
plained in what manner he owed it. Mr. Long- 
nevker told Carbery that he had better pay it 
when Carbery said he would not,a e had 
been ‘ beat’ out of enough already. r. Lone- 
necker remarked: ‘If you muke that assertion, 
you will have to prove it.’ Carvery then said: 
* What the— is it your business? Don’t get 
off your base!’ With this Carbery piaced him- 
self in an attitude as if ready to strike the ex- 
ecutive officer, Whereupon Mr. Longnecker 
ordered him taken outof the tent and to be 
locked up. On the road down Carbery used 
very filthy language and called Mr. Longneoker 
filthy names.” 

Commissary Eiids says he was present when 
the complaint was made and helped to put Car- 
bery out of the executive office because he was 
abusive and showed fight. Carbery was in uul- 
form when taken to the executive, and when he 
was ordered confined Mr. Lonenecker did not 
Know that he had been discharged, and his 
papers were in bis pocket, though this was the 
case, and he was at the time a private citizen. 
When Longnecker found this out he tried to 
communicate with the United States Marshal in 
Providence, and, failing in this, he communi- 
cated with the local Chief of Police, who sent 
two officers, to whom Carbery was delivered, 
and, after being conducted off the United States 
training station, was allowed his liberty. 

This raises several issues of importance. At 
the time, Lieut. Commander Longnecker was 
in fact commandant of the station, whicnis a 
Government reservation, and, granting that 
Carbery was a citizen by virtue of his discharge, 
did Longnecker exceed his duty by contining 
the man in order to keep the peace? Ths 
affair ocourring on a Government reservation, 
did Longnecker commit any offense against the 
laws of Rhode Island, so as to make himself 
amenable to the Supreme Court of this State? 
Itis thought here by naval authorities that 
this is a matter entirely for the United States 
Court, which alone would haye any jurisdiction. 
It will prove an interesting case, and will set- 
tle a long disputed point as to whether an en- 
lisied man orn be held, even for an hour, afier 
ae is paia off wud bas his discharge in his pusses- 
sion. 





BEATEN BY A HIGH SKA, 





THE CITY OF WORKCKSTER IN 
OF GOING TO PIECES. 


NEw-Lonpon, Conn., Jan. 13.—A bargeload 
of furniture and bedding from the stranded 
steamer City of Worcester was landed here this 
afternoon and more will follow to-morrow. 
“This is not done from fear that the steamer 
will go pieces,” said Mr. Gardner, * but to pre- 
vent damage by the workmen. The wrecking 
tug I. J. Merritt arrived from New-York this 
afternoon in response to a telegram from 
Wrecker T. A. Scott, who desired assistance.

She sent a lifeboat to 
the steamer, but only one of the crew dared to 
come initto the tug. The steamer has settled 
some since morning, and shouid the present sea 
hold forty-eight hours it is doubtful whether 
she willever be floated.

NEITHER PARTY ABLE TO ORGANIZE 
THE IOWA LEGISLATURE. 


Des MOINES, Iowa, Jan. 13.—The Iowa Leg- 
islature convened at 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
The object of attention was the House, where 
it was expected a dead-lock would occur. 
These expectations were realized. Fifty Demo- 
crates met fifty Republicans, and proved an easy 
match for them. In point of generalship the 
Republicans were clearly overshadowed. 

Conferences were held in the morning, but 
without success. The Republicans submitted a 
proposition fora compromise, in which they 


Proposed co take the Speaker and give 
the Democrats the temporary Clerk, 
with. the proviso that the Clerk 


must accept the roll of members as made up 
by the Secretary of State. The Democrats 
rejected this, and then proposed to give 
the Republicans the Clerk and take the 
Speaker themselves, but this the Republicans 
rejected. The result was that both parties 
went into the session determined to contend for 
the mastery. 

According to custom, one of the members 
from Polk County called the House to order, 
that duty devolving upon Representative Lane. 
Representative Luke of Franklin moved 
that Capt. Head be chosen temporary Speaker. 


Representative Dayton named L. D. Hotchkiss. 
Mr. Holbrook suggested that tellers should 
be appointed to determine the choice of the 
House. This brought Mr. Luke to his teet with 
a neat little speech “in the interest of har. 
mony,” as he put it. The motion to appoint 
tellers prevailed, however, and Daytor, (Dem.) 
and McCarty, (Rep.) were chosen. 

As the count was about to commence, Mr. 
Hotonkiss (Dem.) called the attention of 
the House to the faot that they had 
commenced wrong; that the first thing 
to be done was the olection of Clerk. 
Mr. Luke was compelled to admit this, 
and candidates for pemeereer Clerk were 
named, Ben Van Steinburg by the Republicans 
and F. W. Lehman by the Democrats. In 
the meantime the doors of the House 
had been closed by the custodian of thd 
Capitol, and Lehman had been shut outside. 
Mr. Holbrook moved that acommittee be ap- 
pointed to invite him to the floor. Some time 
was spent in discussing this matter, but it 
was finally abandoned. 

Mr. Head then moved that the vote for Clerk 
be by roll call. Mr. Holbrook raised the point 
of order that no roll call could be made until the 
credentials of those claiming to be members 
had been approved by a committee appointed 
for that purpose. More time was spent in ar- 
guing that proposition, and it was finally over 
ruled by the Chair. 

Mr. Holbrook then blandly admitted the rul- 
ing was proper, and imparted the further in- 
teresting information that most of the motions 
originating with the Democrats had been made 
for the purvose of kiiling time; that one 
of their members, Mr. Oobnoson of Du- 
buque, had been absent, being detained by 
a snow blockade, but as he had just arrived 
there was no further need of delay and the roll 
call could procees., This brought out applause 
ou the Democratic sice, 

The vote wus then taken for temporary clerk, 
resulting in 50 votes for Van Steinberg and 50 
for Lehman. Mr. Russell, ‘“‘in the interest of 
harmony,” moved that the election of Lehman 
be made unanimous, Mr, Smith, in benalf of 
the Republicans, auplivated the motion as to 
Van Steinberg, but the Chair ruled them both 
out of order. 

Mr. Luke then asked for the election of a tem- 
porary doorkeeper and named a Republican for 
the place. Mr. Holbrook suggested that, as the 
Acting Speaker ana Clerk Were both Repub- 
licaus, the doorkeeper should be Democratic, 
and nawed J. H. Burns for the place. The 
Chair ruled the motion out of oraer and ordered 
a second roll call on tbe election of Clerk, 
the vote resulting in a tie again. Two 
more ballots were taken, with the 
same result. Mr. Holbrook then renewed 
his motion for a doorkeeper, but Mr. Luke’s 
motion to adjourn until 10 o'clock to-morrow 
took precedence of it. Mr. Richman’s motion 
to amend, making the hour 2 P. M., was de- 
feated, and Mr. Luke's motion was adopted 
unanimously. 

The session had lasted an hour and tive 
minutes and had realiy accomplished nothing, 
except to show that the five so-called inde- 
peadents presented a solid front with the 
Demecrats on the question of organization, and 
that, in pointof parlimentary Knowledge and 
tactical ability, the Dewocrats were more than 
the equals of the Republicans. 

In the Senate there was less interest felt. 
Lieut. Gov. Hull called the body to order at 2 
o’clock, with forty-eight Senators present. 
Billa of Cedar, Democrat, and McCoy of Mo- 
haska, Kepublican, were the two absentees, 
N. B. Brock was chosen Secratary and E. Db. 
OCnassell Assistant. The Senate then adjourned 
until 10 o’clock to-morrow. 

The Republicans went into caucus immedi- 
ately after for the nomination of Senate offi- 
cers. W. D. Cochrane of Taylor was nominated 
for Secretary, defeating Tom Beaumont, a 
crippled soldier, who is Senior Vice Com- 
mander of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, lowa Department. W. F. Carleton, 
of Dickinson, and Charies W. Beverly of Greene 
were nominaied First andSecond Assistant sec- 
retaries, respectively. Miss Margaret Mills 
was chosen Bill Clerk, Miss Maud Murray of 
Madison Postmistress, Peter Melaudy of Black- 
hawk Sergeant at Arms, and J. Hettelfinger of 
Grundy doorkeeper. Senator Woofson of Henry 
presided at the caucus, 

It was learned, late to-night, that the op- 
position of the Republicans to an amicable 
preliminary organization of the House was 
brought out be j the unexpected presentation of 
he name of F. YV Lehman for Clerk. 
Democrats have never been ableto tempt bim 
with the allurements of offlee, and his avowed 
intention to accept the Clerkship, if elected, at 
once frightened the Republicans Into solid op- 
position to his election. 

The temporary Clerk is given power to make 
up the roli from those who appear to be elect- 
ed. Heo bas discretionary power to reject any 
who do not seem to commend themselves 
to his judgment as entitled to membership in 
the House. Republicans declare it to be 
Mr. Lebmann’s intention, if elected, to exer- 
cise tuis function in the fuljlest degree. They 
even claim that it is his purpose to sit 
in judgment on the sixteen unconstitutional 
districts, fourteen of which are represented 
by Republicans, and refuse to place three rep- 
resentatives upov the roll call That woulda 
give the Democrats control of the House by a 
jarge majority, aud give them also the election 
of a United States Senator, 

With this new terror staring them in the face 
the Republican Steering Committee met to- 
night and decided to continue the deadlock un- 
less the Democrats yield. Tnis they wiil scarce- 
ly do, and the present situation will doubtless 
be continued, and may succeed in duration 
the famous deadlock of 1874, when the Speaker 
was finally elected on the tenth day after con- 
ee and on the one hundred and sixty first 
ballot, the result being reached by compromise. 

Interest in the organization of the House has 
dwarfed the Senatorial situation to-day, but the 
Allison forces are gatbering here again. Jacob 
Rich, who has been his political manager for 
years, reached the city today, as did 
Senator Hutchison, and the smile ofthe 
genial Col, Swordsis a familiar vision about 
the hotel iopbies. Allison himself will reach 
the city about midnight, baving been delayed 
several hours by the snow blockade. Gov. 
Boies is also overdue and will arrive on the 
game train with Allison. 

It is the Allison plan to hold the Senatorial 
caucus as soon after the Heuse organizes as a 
decent regard for political proprieties will 
stand and force the Senator’s nomination before 
any Republican candidate can be agreed on 
in opposition to him. It 1s the bope of his man- 
agers to bring all the Republicans into 


caucus, but this is not likely to be accom- 
plished, nor is it Ilikel that all of 
them will abide by the = result. If 


all the independents in the Senate and House 
would vote for some other candiaate, the dead- 
lock on the Senatorial election would probably 
rival in duration and interest that which is now 
in progress in the House. This is out of the 

uestion, however, and it is not improbable 

at the Senatorial puzzle will be readily solved 
after the balloting begins,

DEATH WAS IN THE BLAST 





ANOTHER FATAL OYOLONE IN 
THE WEST. 
ELEVEN KILLED IN CLINTON, KY., AND 
OVER HALF A HUNDRED INJURED 
—HEAVY BLOWS ELSEWHERE. 


Carro, Ill, Jan. 13.—Eleven people were 
killed and sixty-eight buildings, large and 


small, were demolished at Clinton, Ky., 
at 6:20 o’clock last evening, but news 
of the terrible eatastropheg did not 


reach here until to-day, when relief parties 
were organized and hurried to the scene. Some 
of these returned this evening, bringing har- 
rowing details of the fearful affair. 

The tornado struck the town on the western 
side. It swept across the river, and neariy 
every frame building on that side of the 
town was totally demolisied. The tall iron 
chimney on the flour mill was torn 
from its fastenings and carried a considerable 
distance away. The Baptist church steeple 
was blown over, falling on the roof and break- 


ing % through with a orash a number 
of freight cars which stood on the 
track of the New-Orleans, Sst. Louis 


and Chicago Road were turned over and a pile 
of lumber was scattered like straw. The path 
of the tornado was about three hundred yards 
wide, as shown by the débris. 

The entire population became panic-stricken, 
and the scene that ensued was simply beyond 
the descriptive powers of an ordinary human 


being. The general sentiment was clearly ex- 
pressed by Thomas Furley, who, while his 
broken leg was being cared for, said: 

**] was sure that the day of doom had come, 
The tornado struek the city absolutely without 
warning. During the early part of the even- 
ing it rained semewhat, but tbere was no indi- 
cation of a serious storm. Suddenly a low 
rumbling sound was heard in the distance like 
the mutter of thunder. It came nearer and 
nearer, until suddenly with a crash the tornado 
struck the outskirts of the city. The people 
who were in the streets at the time 
rantfor shelter terror-stricken, but a number 
were struck by flying timbers and dévris. 
Small houses were lifted bodily from the 
ground and whirled around in the air, dropping 
to the ground with a terrifying orash, literally 
amashed into kindling wood. Flying timbers 


* fliled the air, and the crasn of the falling build- 


ings mingled with the shrieks of the people 
fleeing from their ruined homes.” 

An effort was made this evening to geta 
careful and correct list of the victims, with the 
following result:

The uumber of seriously wounded ts 47, put 
probably 25 more are slightly hurt, Four of the 
wounded wiil most surely die, Thereisafemale 
seminary in the town attende by about 38young 
girls. Although the building was not in tné 
direct path of the atorm, 16 was badly 
shaken during the brief blow. The satruct- 
ure rocked violently, and there was a 
panic among the inmates. A wild rush 
was made for one of the dvors and several of 
the girls were knocked down anda trampled on. 
Eight of them are reported ill to-day, mostly 
from nervous shock, 

Clinton is a town of about 1,400 inhabitants, 
and the first report that reached here was that 
the entire place was demolished and évery per- 
sou init killed or injured. For several miles 
around Clinton nearly everything is razed to the 
ground. Theftirst building struck was a station 
bouse about half a mile south of the town, and 
whioh was occupied by John Rhodes aud his 
family, consisting of hie wife and three chil- 
dren. Rhodes and two of the children were 
killed. 

At Wickliffe, Ky., about five miles south of 
here, the storm was awfully destructive to 
property. Like Clinton, the town is situated on 
a bluff, all except the railroad station. Thirteen 
of the principal houses, embracing all the busi- 
ness houses, were wrecked and twenty-two peo- 
pie were more or less injured, none fatally. Five 
joaded freight cars stunding on the Illinois 
Central track near the station were lifted off 
the track and thrown against the platform, 
twenty feet away. The town is almost a total 
wreck. 

The storm did considerable damage also at 
Moscow, Ky. There the Methodist Church and 
a schoolhouse are inruins, andin the country 
between there and Clinton there are said to be 


humerous evidences of the storm fury, 
though no vs Were lost. The storm 
assed north of New-Madrid, Mo., crossing 


he river near a point opposite Moscow, thence 
northwest to Clinton and Wicklitfe. The path 
of the storm was about a quarter of a mile wide, 
and it left a track of falien timber through the 
section of forest it passed before reaching Clin- 
ton. 


87. LOUIS, Jan. 13.—Dispatches from different 
portions of Kansas report a blizzard in that 
State. At Wichita ten inches of snow fell, 
and for a hundred miles west the storm 


raged with fury, and the whole country is 
covered with snow to the depth of a tootor 
more. Railroad trains are stuck at several 
places and traffic is practicaily suspended. 
Intense suffering is reported in the des- 
titute districts in several of the western 
counties. There are forty or more cars of 
provisions at the townof Liheral en route to 
the sufferers, but that is fifty to seventy miles 
away from the starving people and ngbody is 
willing to take the chances of treezing by haul- 
ing the freight in wagons. The temperature is 
not very iow yot, but the mercury is falling 
and aevere cold is apprehended. 





THE DESTRUCTION IN SI. LOUIS. 


THRILLING SCENES DURING THE 
AGE OF THE CYCLONE. 


St. Louis, Jan. 13.—All along the path of 
last evening’s terrible storm large crowds 
congregated this morning to view the 
tuins. The house at 922 Mound-street, 
a two-story brick, where three people 
were killed, was surrounded by an  im- 
Mmense throng. This house was totally 
demolished. Matthew MeCullom, who oc- 
cupied the first floor, was buried beneath 
the débris, and was taken out dead a 
few minutes after the storm  passad. 
Mrs. Connors, with two daughters and 
a neighbor’s boy and girl, named, respectively, 
Joe and Ida Weaver, were on the second floor. 
Mrs. Connors and the Weaver boy were instant- 
ly killed, and their bodies were dug out of the 
wreck by the firemen. 

All along the iine of the storm bricks were 
torn off the outside of buildings and earried for 
blocks and dashed into windows, in many in- 
stances injuring those who chanced to be sit- 
ting within reach. The number of buildings 
which were damaged will probably reach 150, 
with losses ranging all the way trom $100,000 
to $200,000, 

William Brady of 1,512 Morgan-street was 
passing the corner of Fifteenth and Morgan 
streets when the tornado struck and toppled 
the spire of the Emanuel Church. He heard 
the horrible roar, and ran with all his might 
to escape from the flying débris, but a frag- 
ment of brick struck him onthe head, felling 
him to the pavement. His scalp was torn and 
his skull fractured. 

Benjamin Veertielad of 1,447 North Tenth- 


gate was injured in a very peculiar Manner.

Was near the corner of Tenth and 
Mullanphys streets when the storm arose 
and ran to the doorway of the St. 


Louis Manufacturing Company’s works for 
shelter, The wind was driving directly 
upon this door and sueceeded in bursting its 
fastenings. Veerfleld was thrown down a stalr- 
way into the basement by the wind. He was 
injured internally and his mght leg was broken 
below the knee. So sudden was his mishap 
that he can give no account ofit. One minute 
he was in the doorway and the next he was 
lying at the bottom of the stairway. 

Johu Charles and two companions Were cross- 
ing Jefferaon-avenue, on Kutger-street, going 
west, when the wind swept under their car- 
riage, lifted it toward the north, swept it across 
the street, in spite of the horse’s weight, and 
threw the occupants on the sidewalk. Charies was 
thrown against a bydraot aud badly bruised 
He also reeeived several cuts about the head. 
Dr. Dierworth of 2,354 Rutger-street dressed 
his wound, and he was taken home. His com- 
panions were but slightly bruised. 

Mra. Elizabeth Carr and her daughter were in 
the southern room in their house, 2,221 Scott 
avenue, when the tornado struck tne house. 
Tne force of the wind was so great that the 
south wall was blown in. A window sash 
was blown against Mrs. Carr, and the broken 
giaass cut numerous gashes on her head and 
hands. Her daughter was buried under the 
aébris, aud when rescued was found to be seri- 
ously injured. 

Tne nivety-foot high smoke stack of the Ex- 
celsior Brewery, at Highteeuth and Market 
streets, Was thrown down by the wind. It fell 
upon the ove-story cottage in the rear of 
1,812 Market-atreet, occupied by a machinist 
named Thomas Morrow. The house was wrecked 
by the stuck, and Mrs. Morrow and her baby 
were Imprizoned in the ruins, The lacy man- 





aged to extricate herself, but in spite of 
threatening walls would not leave until she 
had dug out her child. The child was not even 
bruised, and the mother’s injuries, beyond her 
fright, amounted to almost nothing. Their es- 
cape from death is almost incomprehensible, 


HEAVY WINDS IN THIS STATE. 





SEVERAL LIVES LOST AND MUCH OTHER 
DAMAGE DONE. 


RocHESTER, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Rocheater was 
devasted during the hours from 10 o’clock A, 
M. to 3 o’clock P. M. to-day by the worst gale 
experienced here in many years. A black 
cloud appearing in the South was the first pre- 
monition of the storm, that burst with inde- 
scribable fury. The Signal Service officer was 
watching the anemometer, which registered 
sixty-two miles an hour and then broke. This 
unprecedented windstorm, following on 
a balmy, Spring-like morning, took every- 


body by surprise, it was “wash day” 
with a majority of families, and hun- 
dreds of clothes lines were denuded in 
a@ twinkling, and the white garments went fiy- 
ing about back yards and streets. [n the newly- 
erected halt-million-dollar German Insurance 
Building, tweive stories high, the inbabitants 
were so alarmed by the swaying of the upper 
stories that they fled from the building. Three 
buildings on State-street, one of the business 
thoroughfares, were badly damaged, the front 
of one being blown out. Many trees were blown 
down and several frame dwellings were un- 
roofed. 

Only one fatality has been reported. The 
reater portion of the roof on the Kidd Build- 
ng, in the rear of R. J. Johnston’s shoe factory, 
on Brown-street, was blown olf at noon, and 
some of the bricks and débria were earried to 
the yard of the cotton mill, tc hay ag away. 
At the time this accident happened, G. Welter, 
®& pattern maker, employed at Gleason’s ma- 
chine shop, was on his way to dinner and was 
just underneath the flying pieces of roof and 
chimneys. A beavy stone with a sharp edge 
struck bim on the head, killing him instantly. 
The stone was @ large one, and the top of the 
unfortunate man’s head was nearly taken off. 

Oue of the wost serivus and perhaps anvother 
fatal accident occurred on North St. Paul-street 
shortly after 11 o’clock. George Seward, a 
man about fifty years of age, employed as 
driver for the United States Express Company, 
was driving past a builiing, the chimuey of 
which came crashing down upon him. One of 
his legs was broken, an arm tractured, and his 
head frightfully bruised. 

The streeta are all dark to-night, Mayor Par- 
sons having ordered the electric lights turned 
off to prevent accidents. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Jan. 13.—A severe wind- 
storm raged here this afternoon, many build- 


ings being unrovfed. The new freight house 
of the Rome, Watertown and Ogdensburg Rail- 
road, now in course of erection 1f Fulton-street, 
was blown down about 2 o’clock. Sixty-five 
menu Were at work on the building. William 
Willis, carpenter, was killed, and about twelve 
other carpenters were severely injured. The 
building was 300 feet by 50 feet, one story and 
a half high, and was built of brick and stone. 
Only asmall portion of the roofofthe svuth 
end is left standing. 

OswEGo, N. Y., Jan. 13.—The wind is blowing 
here at the rate of fifty-tive or aixty miles an 
hour, and is creating havoc with the wires. 
About 1:20 this afternoon the tall spire of the 
Chureh of the Evangelist was bluwn down, 
striking the roof of the church and damaging 1t 
to the extent of about $2,000. While the gale 
was atits heightto-day au alarm of iire was 
sounded from the west part of the town. Fire 
Started in a row of houses, and before the 
tiremen could master it eight buildings were de- 
stroyed, with a loss of $10,000. Foratimea 
conflagration was imminent, as the wind was 
blowing seventy wiles an hour aud the water 
supply was poor. Damage to the extent of 
about $10,000 was done by the gale. 

Utica, N. Y., Jan. 13.—A heavy windstorm 
passed over the northern part of this county at 


noon to-day. In the village of South Trenton 
the Baptist church was unroofed and the 
steeple of the Union Chureh was blown down, 
A number of houses and barns were unrooled 
and trees were lifted in the air and thrown on 
top of buildings. Fences and smali buildings 
were blown down and many orchards neariy 
ruiped. The path of the storm was about half 
amile wice. Sofaras heard from noone was 
ipjured, but there were some Darrow escapes. 


BuFFALO, N. Y., Jan. 13.—A tremendous gale 
struck this city at about 9 o’clock this morning. 
During the forenoon the wind attained a veloe- 


ity of ninety miles an hour. The water rose 
considerably ana flooded the New-York Central 
and Hudson River Railroad tracks so that 
trains on the Niagara Fails brauch had to run 
around the city. A great deal of damage was 
done about the town, but notning of a serious 
nature has thus far been reported. 


Lockport, N. Y., Jan. 13.—The most terrific 
windstorm that has ever visited Western New- 
York swept over this part of the State between 


9 and 10 o’clock this morning. It soon assumed 
the nature of a Veritabis cycloneand left huvoc 
and destruction in its wake. The stately 
steeples of churches, roofs of large mercantile 
buildings, houses, and barns were demolished 
in the twinkling of an eye. The staxes from 
the outlying districts were blown over and the 
occupants: more or less injured. Tom Prud- 


den, the driver of the Johnson’s Creek 
stage, was blown over as he was 
crossing fPine-street bridge in the city 


and the stage was saved with difficulty from 
being blown into the caual, a distance of tifteen 
feet or more. Prudden was pulled out of the 
wreck more dead than alive, with his legs 
broken. James Smith, another stage driver, 
had a similar experience. 

In this city Grace and the Baptist Church 
ateeples were demolished. signs, showcases, 
and everything portable were blown down. A 
chimney and part of the roof on the Journal 
Bullding went in with a orash, and the editorial 
staif and compositeors were In the street ina 
jiffy. It wasagame of dodging flying bricks, 
signs, shingles, and tin roofs. 

Zhe devastation iu the country is something 
terrible, and the damage will foot up into hun- 
areds of thousands of dollars. The vest intelli- 

euce thus far Is that no lives were lost. The 

uffalo and Lockport trains on the Central had 
an exciting experience. Passing along the 
breakwater in Buttalo the water from Lake Erie 
dashed clear over the cars. The water rushed 
in the transoms and ventilating holes aleng the 
tops of the cars, deluging the passengers. 
Women and children screamed with fright, and 
it was with difficulty that the train was pulled 
through. The bridges have stood the blow 
splendidly, although it is a harder one then 
that of a year ago, which carried away the old 
Suspension Bridge. The new one was consid- 
ered dangerous. The Western Union and the 
railroad wires are all down. 


GALES BLEW EVERYWHERE. 








REPORTS OF HEAVY STORMS 


MANY PLACES. 


DETROIT, Jan. 13.—A terrific windstorm has 
raged since last evening. In the earlier part of 
the night it was accompanied by heavy rain, 
but later it turned colder and the rain ceased, 
while the wind remained in violence. Several 
trees were blown down in the heart of the city 
and several large windows were blown in by 
the force of the gale. This morning is the cold- 
est experienced so far this Winter and there is 
a slight fall of snow. 

The steamer Ossifrage, which was in Winter 
quarters, Was torn from her moorings and 
blown up the river to Belle Isie, where she 
stranded. She will probably be got off without 
damage. Nearly all telepbone wires are down, 
causing much inconvenience to the public, 
Telegraphic communication is also scriously in- 
terrupted. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—The rainstorm of yester- 
day afternoon gave place to a gale which raged 
with great force and velocity all last night and 


which has only diminished with the advent of 
colder weather. ‘The rain and wind storm 
reached its height in this city at 6 o’clock last 
evening. Occasionally the tempest approached 
the fury of atornado. Nearly an inch of rain 
feil during the hours from 4:30 to 7:30 P. 
TOLEDO, Ohio, Jan. 13.—During the heavy 
gale of last night a freight car was blown from 
asiding at Custer, a station on the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Railroad, thirty-four 
mniles south of Toledo, upon the main track, 
and then driven three miles north, where it col- 
lided with the south-bouund passenger train 
leaving bere at midnight. The engine, baggag 
and mail car of the train were wrecked, ap 
both engineer and fireman injured, but not fa- 
tally. The passengers in the Pullman were not 
awakened. .lhe track was cleared at Boon to-

The temperature yesterday and last 
night was nearly 70° This morning it has 
fallen to 54°, and the wind has changed 
southerly to westerly. No damage by the gale

A special to the Siar from Atchison says:

A search fer him has proved 
futile. [tis supposed that he perished in the 
storm and that his body is buried in a spow 
drift.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Jan. 13.—No serious dam- 
age was done by the storm which began last 
evening. The wind reached a velocity of forty- 


five miles an hour and the temperature dropped 
from 60° to below the freezing point Tele- 


phone, telegraph, fire alarm, and electric 
Wires were mixed in the wildest con- 
fusion during the forenoon. This wmorn- 
ing two guy cables that hold the two- 


hundred-and-fifty-toot electric light maet in the 
public square in position broke. The mast 
swayed wildly in the wind, and it became 
necessary to stop traffic in the adjacent vicinity 
several hours to prevent accident in case the 
mast should fall. The roofs were torn off two 
schoolhouses, trees were blown down, but no 
one was injured. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 13.—The wind blew about 
thirty-two miles an hour in this section all the 


forenoon. Considerable damage was done, but 
fortunately there was but a single life lost 
as far as reported this evening. That was 
at Homestead, this county, where a littie 
girl named Bush was instantly killed. She was 
walking along the street when a shed blew 
down upon her and crushed her todeath. The 
severest portion of the storm is supposed to 
have passed to the north. 

Early iu the morning the false frontof the 
Worild’s Museum, in Allegheny, was blown 
down and several persons on the pave- 
ment had miraculous escapes. With the 
crash went the mass of electris 
light wires connecting with the several 
circuits supplying the entire city. The acci- 
dent occurred on the main thoroughfare of the 
town, and the presence of the wires on the pave- 
ment almost created a panic. For several 
hours people took the other side of the street 
entirely. 

In the Lawrenceville district John Hart was 
struck by a failing chimney and sustaiued a& se- 
rious scalp wouud. Several children were bit 
by boares and débris on their way ta 
school, and more or less injured. Mrs, 
Harrison Baker was prostrated by a flying 
fence paling near her Lome. The telegraph 
companies’ wires were vadly disabled. Man- 
ager Olark of the Western Union stated that 
the storm had blown down poles by the hun- 
dreds, and that they are in very bad shape 
both East and West. Up to uoon there 
had not been a tick received at the Pittsbur% 
office from Chicago and points West, and ail 
business for the West was refused or filed sub- 
ject to indefinite deiay. There were but one or 
two wires Kast. The Postal Company was in the 
same predicament. 

Op the south side the stack of Rolfe Howard 
& Co.’3 glass house was demolished. Naviga- 
tion on the rivers had to be abandoned for the 
Gay, as the boats could not live in the teeth of 
the tornado. On South-avenue there were hordes 
of angry sveculators. ‘he storm had so inter- 
fered with the televrapn service that the open- 
ing prices of New-York shares came in over an 
hour late, and thereafter only a few quotations 
could be got through at iniervals of a quarter 
to half ap hour. 

At Gardendale the house fof John Barbour 
was blown down and the inmates narrowly 6s8- 
caped veing crushed to death. 

At4o’clock this afternoon fire broke out in 
the beliry of the Wiikinsburg pablic school 


building, and it was compretely de- 
stroyed. Neariy 1,000 childreu had just 
left the structure, and they spread 
the alarm. Some ot them rushed back to their 


rooms to save their books, and narrowly 
escaped. The building was new, of brick, three 
stories high, and contained sixteen rooms. The 
loss is about $30,000 and the insurance $25,000. 
The origin of the fire isa mystery. There was 
only a bucket brigade to tight the flames, which 
were fanued by the wind, and it was impossible 
to save tne building. 


NIAGARA FaLts, Ontario, Jan. 13.—A oycione 
struck this place to-day and the wind attained 
avelocity of ninety miles an hour, carrying 


everything before it. buildings, barna, trees, 
telexraph poles, railway semaphores, and fences 
toppled over like straws before it. ‘The 
greatest sullerers are the Canadian Web Com- 
pany. The wind struck the northwest gable of 
their 50 by 90-foot two-story factory, where the 
wind had full sweep, tearing the roof from 
the brick walls and tumbling the north 
and west walisin upon fifteen girls who were 
employed in winding boboins for-looms, in the 
upper story. All of them escaped except Alice 
Diekout, aged tifteen, who was buried 
among bricks and débris. The manager of 
the company, knowing that the girl had 
not escaped, rushed up stairs in the building, 
which was tumbling down around him, resoued 
the girl from the uébris, and carried ber down- 
stairs. The girl was founda to have one leg 
broken and to be badly pruised about the body. 


MoNTREAL, Quebec, Jan. 13.—A dispatch from 
St. Hilaire says that a local train on the Grand 
Trunk Railway, from Acton Vale for Montreal, 
was blown from the track to-day. The con- 
ductor, brakemen, mail clerk, and three pas- 
sengers were seriously injured and several 
other persons slightly injured. 

Prescott, Ont., Jau. 13.—The spire on the 
Presbyterian church here was blown down by 
the fierce gale which prevailed in this vicinity 
to-day. Alarge amount of telegraph and other 
property was also destroyed. 

TWEED, Ont., Jan. 13.—To-day’s wind played 
havoc with buildings in this locality. The rvof 
was taken completely offthe brick block occu- 
pied by RK. Robinson, grocer, and Messrs, Vale 
& Co., dry goods dealers. A uumber of other 
buildings were greatly damaged and several 
barns were completely wrecked.

SUMMER AND WINTER MATCHED, WIi®# 
WINTER IN THE LEAD. 


in the midst of Winter New-York was in Sum- 
mer yesterdays, so faras the weather was con- 
cerned. The people of this city yesterday 
morning were able to walk about with unbut- 
toned coats in a temperature of from 63° to 67°, 


rendered June-like by a gentle southwest wind. 
A suggestion to go down to Coney Island fora 
bath seemed alwost in order. 

During the afternoon, however, there were 
evidences of a chanze. Great black clouds, 
such as forerun av Auguat thunderstorm, came 
up in the west, und, traveling rapidly, settled 
over Manhattan Island in such a dense mass 
that indoors it was uecessary to use artificial 
light. But this was only for a few min- 
utes. Then the clouds broke, a high 
southwest wind driving them off A few drops 
of rain fell and then the sun came out 80 
brilliantly that in its setting the sky was tiuted 
with most gorgeous colors, 

Nor had the thermometers been idle. After 3 
o’clock the temperature rapidly dropped until 
tightly-buttoned overcoats were a comfort. 
The wind, still coming from the southwest, 
increased in velocity and grew more chilling. 
There was every indication of the coming of the 
long-promised cold wave. 

The wiseacres on the roof of the Equitable 
Building, who take ‘* meteorological observa- 
tions of atmospheric disturbances,” said that 
this time the cold-weather indications could 
surely be depended on and the meroury would 
surely stand considerably below the freezing 
point to-day and to-morrew. They say 
that the great storm, which started in 
the Rocky Mountains, swept over the North- 
west and thefiake regions, and now is scooting 
up into Canada, is followed by a very cold 
wave, which is giving cold weather throughout 
the West, and as New-York is located within 
the radius of the storm’s sweep, as is showa 
by the high winds that prevail, we are certain 
to come in for a share of the cold weather. 

Men who go down tw the sea in ships should 
geep their weather eyes peoled, as yesterday 
high gales were sweeping the coast from Nova 
#cotia to Key West. Storm signals were eyery- 
where displayed. 

Tne thermometer at Hudnat’s started in at 
3:30 o’clock yesterday morning at the respect- 
able figure of 47°, and worked its way upin 
twelve hours to an accompaniment of unbut- 
toned overcoats and opened car windows to the 
June-like figure of 65° in the shade. Then it 
repented and began to fall back at arate of 
about 3° per hour until at midnight it stood at 
38°, with indications of further progress in its 
downward path. 

The wind that whistled through the hirsute 
adornments of the residents of San‘ly Houk at 
a forty-four-mile-an-hour gait at 6 o’cloek in 
the afterncon fell with the temperature after 
that hour until at midnight it was loating along 
over the top of the Equitable Building at a 
Messenger boy speed of eighteen wiles. 

The weather authorities reported that th¢ 
cold windstorm was central off Quebeo at mir 
night. lt had whistled by Buffaio during th 
afternoon at a rate of eighty-four wiles pe 
hour. Light snow was falling along the lake res 

ions and the temperature there was way be- 
ow the freezing point. 

The Signal Service office at Washington sent 
on word that the mean temperature there since 
Sunday noon had been 641°, a great deal 
bigher than it had ever before been in that city 
during January. The maximum reached was 
75°, which was 5° higher than the mercury 
climbed in January, 1876. , 

The temperature fell from 30° to 40° is the 
lower lake region, from 20° to 30° in the Ohio 
Valley, and from 10° to 20° in the West Gulf

THE KNIFFIN INQUEST. 








MANY ‘WITNESSES EXAMINED BY THE 
CORONER’S JURY. 


‘TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 13.—The inquest in the 
Kniffin murder case was resumed this morning. 
Police Justice Matheson was the first witness, 
He described the appearance of the scene of 
the murder in detail when he visited the 
Kniflfin residence, and spoke of the obstruction 
met with at the bands of Dr. Shannon, Dr. Knil- 
fin’s assistant, when the authorities attempted 
toexamine Miss Pursel. Finally Dr. Shannon 
was ordered from the room as he tried to sug- 
gest an answer for Miss Pursel. 

Povoe Justice Matheson denied the statement 
of Dr. Shannon at the inquest last week that he 
had received permission from the authorities to 
go up the road to meet Dr. Kniffin when he was 
coming home from Warren County. Dr. Shan- 
non acted without permission. He descrbed 
Miss Pursel’s appearance when she made her 
statement after the murder. 

Drugeist Patterson, whose pharmacy is under 
the Kniflin house, was next called. He said he 
had often seen Dr. Knittin with his wife and 
Miss Pursel, both together and separately, and 
that the doctor never showed any attention to 
Miss Pursel that looked suspicious. Dr, Kniftin 
was not of a particularly affectionate disposi- 
tion with any one. 

J. E. Fisher, @ Trenton dentist who had for- 
merly been associated with Dr. Kniffin, was the 
next witness. He was called to deny alleged 
newspaper interviews with him, in which 
be spoke of the scandalous behavior of Dr. 
Kniflin with Miss Pursel. He denied these 
portions of the interviews, but admitted that 
the doctor and Miss Purael one day played 
“tag” in the house, chasing each other about 
through the rooms. 

Police Justice Matheson in the afternoon pro- 
duced the statement made to him by Miss Fur. 
fel after the murder. Itrecites the facts, as al- 
ready published, as to the appearance of 
burglars aud the chloroforming of herself and 
Mra. Kniffin. 

James B. Zelly, Willlam Swaysee, William 
Silvers, and Wiljiiam Duncan were, the next 


witnesses. Two of them admitted that 
they saw Dr. Kniffin and Miss Pursel 
out walking together several times, 


but did not look upon the circumstance 
as strange at that time. Annie Schinaerwolf 
described the finding of the revolver under Mrs. 
Knittin’s under bolster after the murder. Dr. 
Shannon was recalled, but gave no additional 
details of interest. 

Miss Anna W. Beers, one of the young ladies 
who spent the evening before the murder at 
Dr. Knuifiin’s residence, said that both Mrs. 
Kniflin and Miss Pursel were in the best of 
humor at that time, and were on friendly terms. 
The inquest was adjourned until to-morrow,

ITS YHAR OF USEFULNESS. 


THE WORK OF A BRANCH OF THE 
YOUNG MEN’S CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 


The fwenty-third-street branch of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association held its annual re- 
ception and anniversary service last evening 
at Association Hall, A large number of visitors 
attended. 

The Treasurer’s report stated that the fees 
from memberships during the year amounted 
to $16,237 66, the contributions toward the 
general and special funds by 111 members 
were $2,850 21, aad the contributions from 


224 non-members were $3,519 75. The entire 
receipts were $25,905 89. 

The Secretary’s report showed that the mem- 
bership at the close of the year was 2,938, of 
whom 668 were life members and 171 were 
boys. There were 1,949 applications for em- 
ployment, and of this number lesa than one- 
fifth were from members. The past year has 
been the most successful in the history of tho 
association, The library contains 37,458 vol- 
umes, and there are also 589 periodicals. 

The most important educational work isa dons 
at the evening classes. Over 100 young men 
were refused admission for want of room. 
There is a miniaturé association for 
boys that is conducted by young men. 
On the training ship St. Mary the Assist- 
ant Secretary holds religious meetings on 
Sunday mornings, and addresses are made there 
on practical subjects on Tuesday evenings. 
Services are also held by members in wards of 
Beilvue and the Charity Hospital on Sunday 
afternoon, and entertainments are given to 
convalescents. 

The members of the association include Pres- 
byterians, Episcopalians, Methodists, Roman 
Catholics, Lutherans, Baptists, Congregation- 
alists, Reformed Churchmen, Jews, Unitarians, 
and Universalists. 

The daily average attendance at the 
building was 1,373. The attendance at 
the secular gatherings was 71.797, and 

t the religioue gatherings, 79,713. The 
adies who assisted at the New Year's 
reception have formed a permanent ladies’ 
committee. A savings fund has been established 
to encourage thrift. Deposits of 5 eents and 
upward are received, and when these amount 
to $1 an account ig opened for the depositor in 
the Dry Dock Savings Bark. 

The anniversary service began with selec- 
tions by the vocal musical class, and D. Willis 
James made the address.

CROSBY WAGS HIS TONGUE 


TALKS LIKE A“ ORANK ABOUT 
14HE OITY: COLLEGES. 
RELIGION IN THE PUBLIO SCHOOLS DIS- 


QUSSED _AT THE MEETING OF THE 
PRESBYTERIAN UNION. 

The Presbytertan Union of New-York listened 
last night in the assembly rooms of the Me- 
tropolitan Opera House, to an interesting dis- 
cussion of the topic, “To what Extent, if any, 
Bhould Religion be Taught in the Public 
Schools?” Before the public meeting opened, 
the union elected these officers for the coming 
year: President—Alexander P, Ketchum; Vice 
Presidents—John Paton, Elliot F. Shepard, 
Robert Lenox Belknap, Jobn M. Worrall, D. D., 
Logan C. Murray, Frank F. Ellinwood, D. D., 
George L. Shearer, D. D.j Secretary—Richard 
T. Davies; Treasurer—Andrew Mills. 

President Ketchum’s first duty was to pre- 
side at the meeting. He introduced as the 
first speaker Dr, Josiah Strong, Corresponding 
Secretary of the Evangelical Alliance. 


An attempt made some years ago to secular. 
ize the schools, said Dr. Strong, had given the 
Catholic Church the opportunity to cry that all 
but the parochial schools were godless. The 
theory of the secularists was built upon tho 


wrong application of a right principle, namely, 


the separation of Church and State, The 
fathers, when they adopted that principle, had 
no intention to divorce religion from the State, 
The secularists failea to recognize the distinc- 
tion between the Church and religion. It was 
true that a child might be taught what was 
wrong and what was right without religion, 
But the child must have moral training, 

The Christian secularists wished the child to 
have moral training, but they believed it should 
be given at home and at Sunday school. How 
could the children be instructed in morals who 
were not members of Sunday schools? It was not 
enough that one-half of the children should be 
instructed in the knowledge of God. Such a 
divisien of the population would leave our des- 
tiny Ina hecleating balance, 


Dr. Strong closed with two suggestions, First, 
that the question of religion in the public 
schools should be settled by the loca) authori- 
ties; second, thatin moral as well as mental 
training the teacher was more of 4 text book 
than anything else, and no school where true 
religion was exemplified in the life of the 
teacher could be called godless, 

The Rev. Dr, D. H. Greer, rector of St, 
Bartholomew's Church, spoke trom the secular- 
ists’ standpoint. In thé event of a conflict, 
which was easily possible, it soomed to him 
that the State, to be consistent, would have to 
prohibit even the reading of the Bible in 
schools. The question of the reading of the 
Bible in the schools might become a burning 
question, and the State would then have to de- 
cide anyway what pare should be read. If 
religion must be introduced into the public 
schools it must be doctrinal in the sense of be- 
ing definite, positive, and precise. But the in- 
troduction of religion into the public schools 
was the introduction of the Church into the 
public schools, and thus was encouraged a 
union of the Church and State. 

The Church, in the view of Dr. Greer, could 
best de its work when it did it without any con- 
nection with the State and vice versa. That 
was the theory to Which we were committed by 
the Constitution. The schools must be kept 
broad and comprehensive and must not be en- 
croached upon by any religious body on any 
pretext whatever. The schools here were for 
everybody and for every class. That was the 
only character of public schools jn this country 
which could be consistently maintained. 

Dr. David G. Wylie, pastor of the Knox Me- 
morial Church, declared that secularism did 
not have truth for its origin. It failed of the 
purpose for which the State instituted the pun- 
Me schools, which ®as the preparation of youth 
for good citizenship. The State should educate 
ita future citizens to be true, honest, and good, 
and if it failed in that it failed in everything. 
In a purely secular school the noblest works 
of the gzreat writers would be ruled out. With 
consistent secularists the State was atheistio; 
it Was @ religion without a Goi, 

Dr. Howard Crosby was the last speaker. He 
said: ‘* We have been subject of late to an edu- 
cational craze in which we have forgotten and 
overrun the limits of American principles, both 
in the matter of attempting the teaching of re- 
ligion by the State and of teaching the higher 
sciences by the State, with both of which in my 
opinion, the State bas nothing todo. I believe 
that the very best thing that could be done for 
the Normal College would beto turn it into a 
grand, eentral police station, and the best thing 
that could be done with the College o? the City 
ot New-York would be to make it a prison for 
boodlers, dba 

“We have no more right to instruct freely 
the children of our citizens in the higher math- 
ematics and in weorg 4 than we have to 
start them in li with $1,000 capital. Itis 
contrary to our democratic principles. I be- 
lieve half of our public schools could be done 
away with. The only argument for publio 
schools at all is the argument that they can aid 
in making good citizens, In other words, 
to read, write, and cipher, and to know what 
the American Constitution is should be the en- 
tire curriculum of the public schools. 

‘“‘Why, if we had public schools of that sort 
we would no more expect to teach religion to 
children than we would expect to teach re- 
ligion in a mechanics’ institute. To call a school 
an athelstical, au irreligious school which does 
not teach religion js hardly fair. The Churoh 
is the pornee of religion. The State teach re- 
ligion? I want the State to get a litue religion 
first. [Levehter } We cannot take a single step 
in the teacbing of religion without injury. We 
have no right in this country, which invites all 
gorene ot all creeds, to set up one of our re- 

gious notions as against the religious notions 
that any ono else may honestly hold. Just as 
far as we doit justso far we encroach on the 
stability which is the basis of our Government.”

BIG FIRE IN BALTIMORE. 





A GRAIN ELEVATOR AND A STEAMER 
DESTROYED—MISSING MEN, 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 13.—The grain elevator 
known as the Northern Central Railroad ele- 
vator Ne. 3, at Lower Canton, this city, to- 
night is a smoldering mass of ruins. The 
elevator itself was worth $300,000 and was in- 
sured, mostly locally. The corn stored there 
is a loss of $280,000, owned by individual ship- 
pers and fully insured in small policies in 
local companies. Notwithstanding great ship- 
ments there are 1,400,000 bushels of grain in 


Baltimore elevators, and the loss of this ele- 
vatur is an irreparable calamity to the ex- 
porters, as there are no facilities now to get rid 
of the glut in the grain trade. he ele- 
vator, the property of the Northern Central 
Railroad, was turned over tothe Baltimore 
Elevator Company No. 19, Chamber of Com- 
merce, on Jan. 1, and the loss falls on that com- 


pany. 

Elevator No. 3 at Lowar Canton has a capacity 
for storing 50,000 bushels, and was full of 
corn. It was erected in 1879. Every modern 
appliance for safety and dispatch in hand- 
ling grain was used. This elevator is 
especially adapted for handling Bay grain. The 
lofters are of iron and the three dock legs are 
capab e of discharging 13,000 bushels per nour. 

The British steamship Sacrobasco, lying near 
the whart, was entirely destroyed by flames 
from the burning elevator. The British steam- 
ers North Erin and Rhio had their masts and 
rigging and some of their upper work destroyed. 
Three of the crew of the Sacrobasco are miss- 
ing and it is believed they were burned to 
death, They are all Englishmen. Their names 
are: Robert Curus, aged thirty-two, chief en- 
gineer; John White, aged twenty-six, fire- 
™mun; Charles Johnson, aged twenty-seven, sea- 
man. kee vey the crew seriously burned 
are Charles appleton, aged twenty-five, stew- 
ard; Thomas Knight, colored, cook, New-York; 
Ed Whitside, aged twenty-nine, and A. J. Rob- 
inson, English seamen. 

Watchmen discovered the fire at 6 o’clock 
and ran to the south end of the building, 


where the engine-room 18, to turn 
open the valve which let in 5600 
gallons of water per minute through- 


out the building. Unfortunately they were too 
late, and were driven back by the flames and 
smoke. The fiames quickly spread to the 
British steamers at the wharf, and the sail- 
ors aboard the Sacrabdasco had no choice but 
to jump into the water and swim for their 
lives. Some whosecries were heard were picked 
up after being in the water two hours. The 
fire at mMdnight is under control. 





HEAVY SNOW IN WYOMING. 
CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Jan. 13.—There is deep 
spow in Unita and Sweetwater Counties, in 
Western Wyoming, and nearly every animal! on 
the ranches will perish. Every effort is being 


made to feed the stock, but hay is scarce 
and transportation extremely difficult. A 
few horses will survive ana the strong- 
est Cattle may get through, but the 
storm Will ruin dozens of owners. Horses try 
to paw through the crust, but the temperature 
has been so low that the snow is as solid, al- 
most, as the ice covering all the watering places. 
The cattle, horse, and sheep owners are thor- 
oughly discouraged. .

AND ABROAD. 


Rome, Jan. 13.—The Pope and eight Cardinals 
have the influenza. 


VIENNA, Jan. 18.—The reopening of the 
Croatian Diet has been postponed for a month, 
in consequence of the prevalence and severity 
of the influenza. 

MADRID, Jan. 13.—The Duohess of Montpen- 
sier is prostrated with influenza, 

LONDON, Jan. 13.~Attorney General Web- 
ster and Dr. Barnard are suffering from influ- 
enza. 

The influenza is spreading into all parts of 
Ireland. 

PaRIs, Jan. 13.—There is a continual decrease 
in the number of deaths, There were 296 Sat- 
urday and 247 Sunday, 


ALBANY, Jan. 13.—The humidity has been 
about 90 per cent. during the past two days, 
and as a result the influenza is spreading rap- 
idiy again. Physicians say they are un- 
able to keep up with the sickness, 
their ranks being considerably thinned by 
sick members, They also report a new 

hase of the grip. It affects the stomach and 

owels of the latest victims, making their cases 
worse than those first noted. The death rate 
the past ten days was 120, as against 47 for the 
corresponding period last year. 

CHicaGo, Jan. 13.—The mortality resulting 
from pulmonary diseases has been far be- 
yond the normal rate during the last few days. 
For the week ending Jan. 11 there wore 195 
deaths from pulmonary causes out of a total of 
497, That is to say, more than one-third 
of the entire number of deaths resulted from 
pneumonia, bronchitis, or consumption, all re- 
Buiting from or affected by “la grippe.” The 
deaths from pneumonia were 87; trom bron- 
chitis, 50, and from consumption, 55, while 3 
were directly attributed to infuensa. 

The week preceding—that is, the week ending 
Jan. 4 — the total number of deaths 
wero 417, out of whieh 148 result 
ed from pulmonary eauses as follows: Pneu- 
monia, 69; consumption, 44; bronchitis, 44; 
influenza, 1. The deaths trom pneumonia, 
bronchitis, and “la grippe’’? during the last 
three days, since Saturday morning, have also 
increased, 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Jan. 13.—La grippe 
continues here, There are over 1,500 cases, 


25 or 30 of which are at Vassar College, but 
they are of a mild type. 

MILFORD, Masas., Jan. 13.—Tnhe grip has almost 
paralyzed the Milford Daily Journal, Of thir- 
teen suburban correspondents eleven have been 
badly attacked, one, R. D, Horan of Hopkinton, 
dying last night. At the office in Mulford 
Only one out of five escaped, The editor, 
business manager, local editor, and news fore- 
man are severely sick, a8 are also their wives. 
Two-thirds of the composing force are just re- 
covering, and there has been great difliculty in 
getting out a paper at all. 

CuHIcAGo, Jan. 13.—The Evening News reports 
ten deaths in Chicago within the last twenty- 
four hours from influenza and complications 
resulting from that malady. 


LONDON, Ontario, Jan. 13.—W. 8. Foot hag 
died here of pneumonia, which resulted from an 
attack of “la grippe.” This is the first death 
occurring here that is directly traceable to in- 
fluenza. 





The mortality for the twenty-four hours end- 
ing at noon yesterday dropped to 159, or 37 
less than on Sunday. ‘There were 47 deaths 


from pneumonia, 17 from bronchitis, 22 from 
phthisis, 1 from influenza—that of a woman 
sixty-eight years old—9 from influenza and 
pneumonia, 5 from influenza and bronchitis, 1 
from influenza, pneumonia, and kidney disease, 
and 2 from influenza and phthisis. There were 
273 policemen sick from various ailments, 
against 278 on Sunday. 

Francis J. Doyle, an engineer, of 99 Washing- 
ten-street, Brooklyn, was sent to Bellevue Hos- 
rg for treatment for pneumonia by the po- 
ico of the Twenty-first Precinct.

THE PERUVIAN BONDHOLDERS’ 
AGAINST CHILI. 


Lima, Jan, 13, via Galveston.—The Peruvian 
Government has promalgated a law ratifying 
the Grace contract, which goes into immediate 
effect. 

The Peruvian bondholders’ claims against 
Chili have been arranged, Chill ceding to the 
pondholders the guano deposits of Huamillos, 
Punta de Lobos, Pabellon de Pica, and Lobos de 
Aguera. Chili agrees not to ship guano from 
any other deposits existing in her territory for 
four years. This concession is valued by Chili 
at £500,000. Chili also gives 80 per cent. of 
her share of the net proceeds of guano since 
February, 1882, valued at three-quarters of a 
wmiliton; also the total amount of all moneys de- 
»Ssited in the Bank of England on account of 
bait the proceeds of sales of guano, valued at 
£1,000,000. The total value of Cnili’s conces- 
sion is £2,250,000, 

The Peruvian concession under the Grace 
contract gives, besides all the State railways in 
existence, the soleright of their extension, 
3,000,000 tons of guano, 2,000,000 hectares of 
agricultural lands and navigation of the Ama- 
zon, and thirty-three annuities of 280,000.

BURNED AT SEA. 








LOSS OF THE BARK BRITISH MONARCH 
—PART OF THE OREW SAVED. 


NeEw-BEDFORD, Mass., Jan. 13.—A letter has 
been received in this city from Capt. Howland 
of the whaling bark Canton, dated at sea, Dee 
5, and postmarked Cape Town, which gives 
an account of the losa by fire of the British bark 
British Monarch, 1,262 tons, of Liverpool, 
bound from Hamburg to Sydney with a gonoral 
cargo, 

Capt. Howland say : 


“I am on my way to Cape Town, Cape of Goo 
Hope, with part of the crew of the bark British 
Monarch. On Nov. 29, at 1 P. M., the crew discov- 
ered the ship was on fire, and they immediately 
tried to & at ten tons of dynamite, which was 
near the fire, intending to throw it overboard, and 
start the ship for Cape of Good Hope, Could not 


get at the dynamite on account of smoke. They 


then got the boats ready for an eight-days’ run, 
being fn latitude 87° 58 south, longitude 5° 2 eas 
a uto 


. M., Intending to femain 
about until the next morning; but at 1 A. M., the 
fire reached the dynamite and exploded it with 
terrible force, so that next morning nothing of the 
huge iron vessel was in sight except a few pieces of 
spars and decks, 


“The second mate’s boat got separated from the 
rest, and nothing was seen of it afterward. The 
two boats contained the Captain, William Morrow, 
First Officer David Welsh, and fourteen others.” 

Capt. Howland, although it was in the middle 
of his whaling season, started for Cape lown 
with the rescued men, and is deserving of 
great credit. Twosmall whales he took made 
30 barrels of ojl and 450 pounds of bone. The 
saved mon say the explosion was terrible, and 
one of the cantons of feers, although the bark 
was 180 miles distant on the night of the ex- 
Plosios, saw lit, and thought it was a falling 
meteor. The weather had been fine since the 
fire, and the men in the missing boat stood a 
good chance of being picked up by some vessel 
coming round the cape.

UNFIT FOR THEIR WORK 


ASHARP REPORT ON THE EMI- 
GRATION BOARD. 
MR. HEPBURN THINKS THEIR DEMANDS 
AUDACIOUS, AND THAT THE GOV- 
ERNMENT SHOULD TAKE CHARGE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Secretary Windom has 
written a letter to the Collector of Customs at 
New-York, inclosing a copy of the report of Mr. 
W. P. Hepburn, Solicitor of the Treasury, giv- 
ing the results of his investigation of immigra- 
tion matters at the port of New-York and re- 
questing an expression of the Collector’s views 
on the subject. The scope of the investigation 
is shown in the following extract from the Sec- 
retary’s instructions: 


* You are especiaily requested to express your 
opinion as to the advisability of rescinding the con- 
tract with the Commissioners of Emigration, with 
a view to dispensing entirely with their services 
and substituting oflers to be appointed directly by 
the Secretary. 

‘* You are also requested to report whether, in 
your opinion, the Government Can readily command 
the proper facilities for receiving and examining 
immigrants, and for taking care of such as are sick, 
or, for any reason, may be in distress and in need of 
public aid, ana you will please specify what ar- 
—* might be made to accomplish these 
objects.” 


Mr. Hepburn was requested by the Secretary 
to attempt, by personal interviews wiih the 
Emigration Comimissiovers, to settle the differ- 
ences of opiniou which had arisen between the 
Lotetness and the board. He says, in his re- 
port: 


“The matters of difference referred to are such as 
grow out of the monthly reports of expenditures 
made by the board, the demand on the part of the 
board for payment of rent of Castle Garden and 
Ward’s Isiand, aud repairs to the buildings usedsby 
the board, and the failure of the board to account 
vo the jchaeane td | Department for certain sums of 
money received by the board for certain privileges 
todo business within Castile Garden. * * * As 
long as the present system of management is con- 
tinued, 1 think it will be impossible for the board;to 
make such reports as would comply with the re. 
quirements of the department, proper and desira- 
ble as those requirements under other circum. 
stances would be. 

“The Board of Emigration insist that repairs, 
very much needed to the many Me ge used by 
it, should be made by the Government. The Ward’ 
island property is the property of the State of 
New- York, the title being in its trustee, the Board 
of Emigration. * * * It is estimated that some- 
thing in excess of 30 per cent. of all the immigrants 
arriving alt the port of New-York remain within the 
limits of the State of New-York. ‘Those immi- 
grants who are destined to other localities 
and have the means of transportation as a 
rule are permitted to go directly to 
their destination. No _ portion of this fund, 
(the immigration fund,) paid by the im. 
migrant who becomes a citizen of iowa, Minne. 
sota, or other interior State, is used for his benefit 
other than his share of the expenses of Castle Gar- 
den involved in his registration, while the great 
bulk of it is expended for the benefit of persons 
who remain in and in time become citizens of the 
State of New-York,” 

MUCH LIKE EFFRONTERY, 

“Thus the expenditure of the immigration fund 
very largely inures tothe benefit of that State in 
relieving it of tho expense of caring fora portion 
of its own destitute. If it were not forthis fund 
the humanity of the people of that State would re- 
quire an expenditare from the treasuries of cities, 
counties, and States of many tens of thousands of 
dollars annually. This State, being so largely a 
beneficiary under this fund, it seems to me that the 
demand for rentals of the buildings used for the 
care of those who so soon become its own citizens 
has some of the features of effrontery. 

‘* It has been claimed that the Secretary should at 
least pay the interest ona debt of $200,000, incurred 
some years ago by the Board of Emigration, * = * 
‘The debt became due to the State of New-York. Its 
security was a mortgage upon its own feal estate, 
and the Commissioners, as officers of the State of 
New-York, now blandly request the Government to 

ay interest on tho debt due from the State of New- 

York to the State of New-York, and secured by a 
mortgage held by the State of New-York on the 
property of the State of New-York. 

*T have been told that the Board of Emigration 
receives about $11,000 as payment from various 
meg ons for the privilege of doing business with the 
minigrants in Castle Garden. * * * As those 
privileges to do business in and near Castle Garden 
are valuable solely because the Government permits 
the landing of immigrants at Castle Garden, solely 
because the business of the Government is done at 
that place, I have thought that the Government 
mnight well insist that the money arising therefrom 
should be expended for the benefit of the immi- 
grants rather than in preserving the property of 
the State or city of New-York and in paying rentals 
to the State and city. 

“The Commissioners, or at least a majority of 
them, seem to entertain radically different views 
from those I have expressed here, and hence it was 
very apparent that no satisfactory arrangement of 
the ‘ differences’ could be arrived at.” 


ENTIRELY UNFIT FOR THE WORK. 

Mr. Hepburn speaks of his investigations of 
the questions about the landing of passengers 
on Sundays and the methods of administering 
the immigrant and contract labor laws. The 
present practice in the former case is pointed 


out as the choice of the large majority of the 
immigrants. 

As to administration, after giving the consti- 
tution of the board, he says: 


“The g entlemen composing tho present board are 
engaged in private business, and some of them 
have served as Commissioners for a great man 
years, Theirreguiar meoctings are monthly, wit 
occasional called meetings. ‘They seem to be some- 
what discordant in their interpretation of the laws 
they are to enforce or the manner of discharging 
their duties, and, indeed, of the necessity of their 
existence as an administrative body. They have 
many and radical differences of opinion with the 
Collector of the Port, and, while they are 
philanthropic and patriotic gentlemen, and en- 
titled to the thanks tf a humanitari- 
ans for their aelf-sacrificing devotion to 
public business, they are, in — judgment, from 
their preoccupations, from their hie oe f different 
opens. from their large number,and from the 
discordance existing between themselves and the 
Collector as a board, entirely untit to successfully 
administer the laws referred te. Some of them 
favor a strict and rigid interpretation of the law, 
whereby many immigrants may be prohibited from 
landing; others favor a more liberal construction, 
whereby but tew may be denied this privilege. 
Some of them aré impressed by the idea that the 
Secretary or the Collector under him should have 
no Voice in overruling their determination of who 
are proper parties to be landed.” 


As to the enforcement of the contract labor 
law, Mr. Hepburn says: 


“There does not seem to be any cordiality or 
hearty co-operation between these officers of the 
Governmen: [Contract Labor Inspectors} and the 
employes of the board. The inspectors complain that 
their interpreters are inefficient. Their compensa- 
tion is but $2 aed day, and men fit for the duties of 
interpreters, it is said, cannot be obtained for that 
small consideration, Again they are without ex- 
ception foreigners. .They are affected more or less 
by the clanishness incident to their nationality, 
and by sympathy fer those who are their country. 





men; and the inspectors aflirm they are 
not, for this and other reasons, always 
able to havea correct understanding of the case. 


The efforts of persons importing immigrants in vio- 
lation of the labor tract law are so ingenions; 
the instructions the immigrant Is said to receive on 
shipboard are 80 minute and carefully given; the 
answers of the immigrant, forewarned of the dan- 
ger that he may not be permitted to land, are so 
well studied, that itis singular thatany violations 
of the law are discovered. itis my judgment that 
the interpreters should be American citizens and 
that the compensation for them should be bo in- 
creased thata more efficient class of men may be 
obtained.” 


NEGLECT AND DELAY. 
Speaking of the examination of immigrants 
the report says: 


“Tf any of these persons who are sent ‘inside’ are 
thought to be criminals, insane, idiotic, or liable to 
become a public charge, they are sent to the hos- 
pital, insane asylum, o¢ the retreat on Ward’s Isi- 
and, and their Gases are reported to the board. It 
sometimes happens—indeed, frequently havpens— 
that nearly a month will elapse after the send- 
ing ot persons to Ward's Island before any 
action is taken on the aquestion of their 
fitness to land; in the meantime they are the guests 
of the board. Occasionally at the regular meeting 
the board is unable to act for the want of a quorum, 
and there are instances where persons and iamilies 
have been detained two or three months before the 
board has been able to determine whether or not 
they should land. Thais inability earlier to deter- 
mine this question very frequently involves an un- 
necessary expenditure atid a shameful hardship 
apon the immigrant, 

‘hat the examinations of the board are imperfect, 
and that the action of the board is frequently 
harmfully delayed, js manifest from the fact that 
the hosp retreat, and inaane asylum contain an 
average of 250 or more ——— tuaking pecessary 
the pugierment of 54 person: oare tor 4 3 
vhe jusane Asylum there are 48 the present time 19 
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persons. During the year ending Dec. 31, 1888, 
202 persons were received at this institution. As 
it is the duty ofthe board to exclude all insane per- 
sons, it seems almost incredible that there shouid 
be as proper recipients of this tund this large nuin- 
ber of insane, if the primary examinations bad been 
efficient and promptly conducted. 

The persons who are sent to Ward’s Island are 
either those who are awaiting an investigation by 
the voard or those who have been improvidently 
landed and return to the Commissioners within a 
year as paupers. A weekly statement of the num. 
ber of inmates of the hospital, insane asylum, and 
the retreat, for the year 1888, shows a daily aver- 
age of 304 persons, 223 being the lowest number 
and 422 the highest. 

I cannot but think if the examinations in Castle 
Garden were suiliciently thorough, andif the ac- 
tion of the board was prompt in determining the 
rights of individualsto land, this large average 
could be very greatly reduced, and that probably 
fifty or seventy-five persons only per day would be 
the number entitled to the care and hospitality of 
the Government. 

The establishment at Ward’s Island is entirely 
too extensive. it is adapted to the occupancy of at 
least 3,500 people. Its immensity very largely in- 
creases the cost of its maintenance. AS nearly as 
can be ascertained, it costs the Government about 
95 cents per Capita each day to care for these un- 
fortunates, whiie I am informed that they could be 
cared for in the institutions maintained by the city 
or State of New-York for 38 cents a day each, or by 
procuring a building and a few employes in the city 
couvenient to the landivg they might be cared for 
more conveniently, quite as comfortably, and at less 
than half the cost at present incurred. 

The occupation of Castle Garden for the landing 
of immigrants is notanecessity. Iam intormed 
by the Collector that the large room in the Barge 
Oftice could be used for that purpose. This room is 
not so extensive as the one now used, but by cur- 
tailing the space occupied by ey gee who have 
purchased privileges it is thought it would be sufii- 
cient to accommodate the diminishing nam ber of 
immigrants. If the use of this building should not 
be deemed advisable, there is a sutiiciently accumu- 
lated immigrant fund now on hand to erect suitable 
buildings on Goyernor’s Island, on the grounds of 
the navy yard, oron other property of the United 
States, that would have many of the advantagos of 
convenieuce, isolation, and comfort that can bs 
claimed tor the quarters now in use. 

GOVERNMENT SHOULD TAKE CHARGE. 

Itis my epinion that the present contract with 
the Board of Emigration should be terminated by 
giving the necessary sixty days’ notice, and thut 
the whole supervision of the contract labor law 
and of tho immigrant laws should be placed under 
the direction of an oilicer of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, under the Collector of the Port of New-York, 
This would secure individual responsibility and 
the possibility of prompt, energetic action. 

I think that the use of Ward’s Island is unneces- 
sary; that the persous needing asssistance should 
either be placed in some institution of the city or 
country, upon terms to be agreed upon, or cared 
for in @ much smaller establishment than Ward’s 
Island, 

That if satisfactory arrangements coula not be 
made with the city for the use of Castle Garden 
that the Barge Office should be used for the pur- 
poses of landing, or another place provided as 
above suggested. 

fhat a ditferent class of interpreters should be 
provided, resulting tn more rigid and successful 
examinations, and in a more vigorous and thor- 
ough enforcement of the laws. 

“Several members of the board expressed to me 
the opinion that these laws could be more satistac- 
torily executed by one person than by many, aod 
that excellent resuits would follow such a change. 
But the opinion was expressed that the Seoretary, 
under the second section of the act of Aug. 8, 1882, 
had no power to execute the law savo throngh such 
board or commission as might exist under the 
authority of the State, 

“7 think that the language of the statute is simply 
permissive and in nosense mandatory. * * * If 
the other view is correct, and if the Secretary must 
use this corporation, then the execution of a gen- 
eral statute might be defeated, possibly by & rapa- 
cious or whimsical corporation, and the sin- 
gular anomaly would be presented of the im- 

ossibility of the execution of a Federal statute 
Becmnte the officer charged with its execution 
would not submit to the extortion and rapacity of 
a corporation erected by one of the States. I cannot 
think that it was ever the purpose of the Congresa 
to make the execution of the laws dependent upon 
the action of such an artificial position. 

‘“* The State of New-York 1s bo more a necessary 


/ party tothe business of immigration than is the 


State of Colorado or any other of the States, and 
there isno goodreason known to me why ew. 
York oflicials should be called upon to aid 
in the enforcement of these laws more 
than in the execution of the customs 
laws. The Secretary has, in my opinion, abundant 
authority to appoint all necessary agents as well 
as make all needful regulations to secure the 
prompt, successful, and humane execution of these 
important statutes.”

HE WANTS A DIVOROE. 


THE ROBERT RAY HAMILTON REFER- 
ENCE BEGUN IN ELMIRA, 


Evmira, N. Y., Jan. 13.—Pursuantto previous 
arrangements, G. M. Diven of this city, counsel 
for Robert Ray Hamilton, accompanied by the 
latter, and Charles W. Fuller of New-York, 
counsel for Mrs. Hamilton, appeared to-day be- 
fore E. O. Van Duzer of this city, the referee ap- 
pointed to take testimony in the divorce pro- 
ceedings instituted against his wife by Mr. Ham- 
ilton. There were about two dozen witnesses 
on hand from this city, Waverly, and Owego, N, 
Y., and Towanda, Laceyville, Bernice, and 
Dushore, Penn. 

Although the proceedings were held behind 
closed doors, sufficient information was gained 
by THE TiMEs’S representative to show that the 
witnesses told long stories of what they knew 
of the bold adventuress, and that her counsel 


was unsparing in his eftorts to make the wit- 
nesses go on record as contradicting them- 
selves and each other. Ex-Sheriff W. J. Law- 
ton, William Foyle, W. J. Young, and Joseph 
Oakes of Towanda, Penn., testilled that Mra 
Hamilton lived in that Village with Joshua 
Mann, that they lived together as married peo- 
pie and called themselves man and wife. Other 
witnesses testified to the same effect. 

The examination of witnesses was continued 
to alate hour this evening, the parties inter- 
ested being anxious to close the testimony here 
as soon as possible, which probably will not be 
done before Wednesday evening. The object of 
taking testimony in this city is to save witnesses 
the expense of attending the trial iu New-York, 
but as the examination of witnesses here is only 
preliminary, the testimony is not to be con- 
sidered conclusive, and may be set aside. The 
Elmira witnesses boing the most important, 
owing tothe two months’ stay here of Eva, 
Dotty Mann, and Joseph Steele and his wife, 
are held back till the other witnesses testify 
and then Mr. Hamilton expects to reach the 
climax in the case. 

Mr. Hamilton and his counsel declined to 
talk of the case. Mr. Fuller says his olient has 
a good case and he is sanguine of victory. 

One of the most important incidents in Mrs. 
Hanuilton’s bogus baby transaction will be 
brought before the referees to-morrow morning. 
Mrs. W. T. Steele, Eva Mann’s sister-in-law, of 
Towanda, will swear that she was about to 
become a mother while Eva and Josh Mann 
were living in this city, and that Mrs. Hamilton 
made a proposition to her to take the child 
when born and palm it off on Hamilton as the 
offspring of the latter. Mrs. Steele declined to 
accede to the proposition. 





A VILLAGE IN MOURNING. 





THE FUNERAL OF GEORGE W. PATTER- 
SON AT ASBURY PARK. 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., Jan. 13.—The funeral of 
George W. Patterson was held to-day. .Mr. 
Patterson died on Thuraday last of pneumonia, 
resulting from an attack of the grip, He was 
one of the best-known Democratic politicians 
in the State, and had for years been recognized 
asa leaderin hia party. The ceremonies to- 
day were held in Educational Hall at noon, 
there being no church large enough to accom- 
modate the fifteen hundred friends who hada 
assembled, 

The services were conducted by the Rev. 
Frank Chandler of the First Presbyterian 
Church, and the Rev. George C. Maddock of the 
First Methodist Episcopal Church. Dr. Thomas 


Hanlon of Pennington Seminary, a boyhood 
friend of the deceased, Was unable to comply 
with Mr. Patterson’s dying request, who wanted 
him to conauct his funeral service. 

The pall-bearers were United States Senator 
Blodgett, Surrogate David 8S. Crator, Gen. 
Charles Haight, ex-Speaker Sherman Boviatt, 
ex-Postmaster P. G. Snedeker, and ex-Commis- 
sioner Theodore Ives. Beautiful floral tributes 
were presented by the local lodge of Elks and 
the members of the Fire Department, of which 
Mr. Patterson was & member. The ceremonies 
at the grave were conducted by the Masons and 
the Grand Army Post. The remains were 
escorted to their last resting place by hundreds 
of citizens and friends, and all the stores and 
business places in town were closed out of re- 
spect to Mr. Patterson’s memory. 

Among the prominvent men present from out 
of town were the Hon. H. & Little, who at one 
time was a bitter enemy of Mr. Patterson; ex- 
Senator John & Applegate, who defeated Pat- 
terson some yoars azo in one of the most des- 
perate political fights ever held in this county; 
ex-Sheriffs Aumack and Thompson, ex-Judge 
Hendrickson, ex-Collector for the Port of Perth 
Amboy Oliu H. Kelly, and many others. 








JUDGE KELLEY’S FUNERAL. 





A QUIET CEREMONY OVER THE RE- 
MAINS OF THE CONGRESSMAN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 13.—The remains of the 
Hon. Wiiliam D. Kelley, Pennsylvania’s cham- 
pion of protection, the “ Father of the House,” 
who so long and’ acceptably represented the 
Fourth Distriet in Congress, were te-day con- 
signed tothe tomb. There was little show or 
display, privacy and quiet being insisted upon 
by the members of the dead man’s family. 

At the residence of Mre. F. Oden Horstman, 
(the daughter of the deceased statesman,) 3,925 
Chestuut-street, where the body lay, but few 
persons were admitted, and they were only the 
immediate relatives, a few close friends, and 


the Congressional committee appointed to at- 
tend the funeral. ‘there were no services of 
any character at the residence. At 11:30 A. M. 
the casket was closed and borne to the hearse 
in waiting, and the little cortége proceeded to 
the First Unitarian Church, at Twenty-first and 
Chestnut streets, where services were con- 
ducted by the Kev. Dr. William H. Furness, 
Pastor Emeritus, and the Rev. Joseph May, the 
pastor of the chureh. 

The church was crowded to the door, and 
among those present was almost the entire 
Pennsylvania Congressional delegation, Upon 
the conclusion of the services the funeral pro- 
cession took up its joarney to North Laurel Hili 
Cemetery. The interment took place shortly 
after 2 o'clock, and was devoid of formaility, 
being witnessed only by the visiting Con- 
gressmen and the family and relatives of the 
deceased.

NEW-YORK. 


An inquest was held by Coroner Levy yester- 
day in tne case of Isaac Schlansky, an aged 
Ruasian, janitor of the house 8 Elizabeth- 
street, who died on the 7th inst. from concus- 
sion of the brain, caused by a blow on the head 
with a washboard, received during a fight with 
& lotof Italians. The testimony showed that 
the fatal blow was struck by Frank Bucci, and 
the jury brought in a verdict charging him with 
the killing, and also against Michael Donazio, 
Domenico Bucci, Vincenzo Franciscano, and 
Francisco P. Bucci as accessories.

TESTING THE DRUGGIST LAW. 





MESSRS. BOERICKE & TAFEL ARRAIGNED 
IN THE SPECIAL SESSIONS. 


The inbred antagonism between practition- 
ers of the allopathic and homeapathio scheoola 
of medicine has lately been accentuated by an 
endeavor on the part of the Board of Pharma- 
cists of New-York City, representing the for- 
mer, to enforces the provisions of the Consolida- 
tion act of 1882, requiring that all pharmacists 
engaged in the dispensing of drugs, the com- 


pounding of prescriptions, and the sale of poi- 
sons shall be registered according to jaw. 

A test case has been prepared by the Chair- 
man of the Board of Pharmacy, Dr. Edson, and 
yesterday Messrs. Boericke & Tafel, homeo- 
pathio pharmacists at 145 Grand and 7 West 
Forty-second streets, were arraigned in the 
Court of Special Sessions on a charge of violat- 
ing the statute, which requires all dispensing 
apothecaries to be examined and licensed. 

yhe interests of the acoused were looked 
after by Peckham & Tyler, and it was mutually 
agreed between the counsel for the firm and 
Mr. Prentice, who appeared on behalf of the 
District Attorney as prosecuting ofticer, that 
al — of the case should be adjourned autil 

eb. 12. 

Mr. William G. Peckham, the chief counsel 
for the tirm, said that there was no foundation 
for the suit other than professional prajudice. Of 
the individuals selected for the prosecution, 
two of them were régularly-graduated homeo- 
pathic physicians, and one of them was a mem- 
ber of the State Board of Pharmacy in Penn- 
syivapia. The whole matter resolved itself 
into this: That the aliopaths insisted that 
Homeopaths should submit to examination by 
a board upon whica their particular school of 
medicine was wholly unrepresented. This it 
was not proposed to submit to. 

It was pesneres. Mr. Peckham continued, to 
contest this issue to the fullest extremity; if 
necessary, an appeal would be made to the - 
islature. The defendants in this case had never 
before been molested in their fifty years’ expe- 
rience.

There is evidently a good deal of politics 
in the make-up of the legislative commit- 
tees.

Senator CANTOR and Assemblyman SHEE- 
HAN are quite justified in complaining of 
the treatment of the minority, and it is 
doubtful if in the long run anything is 
gained by such displays of party unfair- 
ness. A very significant discrimination 
was also made by both Mr. FassETT and Gen. 
HUSTED against the representatives of Tam- 
many and in favor of those of the County De- 
mocracy. On the important Committee on 
Citiesin the Senate Mr. ANEARN has a place, 
but Tammany is not represented. The other 
New-York member is Mr. LISPENARD STEW- 
ART, the Chairman is HENDxICKS of Syra- 
cuse, and the committee is, on the whole, 
fairly well made up. The Assembly Cities 
Committee is rather weak, with ANDRUS of 
Buffalo for Chairman and G1BBs, HoaG, BLu- 
MENTHAL, and DINKELSPIEL for the New- 
York members. BLUMENTHAL will stand up 
for the city’s interests, but he will have very 
poor support from his colleagues. HAMIL- 
ToN FisH, though not a resident of the 
city, understands its interests, but he is 
not always to be relied upon to 
defend them. One of the most im- 
portant committees in each house is that 
on railroads, and for years it has been 
one of the worst in its composition. There 
is nothing to be said against the Senate 
committee this year, except that CoG- 
GESHALL is the Chairman. That of the 
Assembly is almost wholly bad. KIMBALL 
showed his unfitness to head it last year, 
but he is there again, and the interests of 
the corporations will be looked out for, and 
those of the public neglected as usual. On 
the whole, the Senate committees are much 
more creditable to Mr. FASSETT than those

It is still curiously doubtful what is the 
real attitude of the Administration toward 
Secretary WINDOM’s silver plan.

Whether it has been approved or 
not, and what will be the consequence 1f it 
has been approved, there is no means of 
knowing with certainty.

The feeling 
of the country as to his course in the mat- 
ter is much like that of Mr. Toots, who 
wished his wife to consider the ‘‘advice of 
the medical man,” but if she could not, ‘it 
was of no consequence.”

The proposal to increase the pay of the 
non-commissioned officers of the army, 
which has been urged in several of the offi- 
cial reports and has also taken form in 
sundry bills before Congress, rests not only 
on the general expediency of making the 
places held by them desirable to have and 
to keep, but on a special ground. In our 
army, under the system of extra pay for 
extra duty, a private may earn 50 cents a 
day above his wages. But from the greater 
part of increased earnings of this sort the 
Corporal and Sergeant are debarred by the 
regulations. Especially the First Sergeant, 
who hasa great deal.of company work, is 
prevented from increasing his pay in this 
way. The consequence is that a private, 
who may have been but a short time in 
service, may be earning more than his First 
Sergeant, who is incomparably the better 
soldier. We have heard it said that in 
some instances privates have declined pro- 
motion to be non-commissioned officers on 
the ground that they might receive less 
pay. This, of course, is not as 1t should be, 
The scheme recommended by army authori- 
ties for giving non-commissioned officers of 
the line the same pay as that which is now 
received by corresponding officers of the 
engineers would tend to make the former 
more satisfied with their pJaces, and per- 
haps tend to increase re-enlistments among 
them. 











THE GOVERNORS PROGRESS. 

When the first Saxton Ballot Reform bill 
came into Gov. HILw’s hands in 1888 he 
kept it nearly a month after the Legislature 
had adjourned and then filed a memoran- 
dum of disapproval which treated all its 
features but one with contempt. He re- 
garded the whole business as an umneces- 
sary and mischievous innovation. He ques- 
tioned the power of the Legislature to regu- 
late the printing and giving out of ballots 
at all, or to put any restriction or regula- 
tion upon nominations. He maintained 
that voters had the right to make nomina- 
tions when and how they pleased. He par- 
ticularly objected to excluding anybody 
from the polling places on election day, or 
hindering voters from telling each other 
how they intended to vote or had voted. 
“It has never heretofore,” he said, ‘‘ been 
regarded as a crime for one citizen 
peaceably to discuss with bis neigh- 
bor at the polls the merits of the 
various parties and candidates, and 
to compare views and to inform each other, 
if they desired, how they intended to vote.” 
The right peaceably to assemble and the 
right of freedom of speech included the 
“right of the people to converse with and 
electioneer one another at the polls. Yet 
this mongrel foreign system for the first 
time proposed to be imported among us and 
fastened upon us by this bill proceeds upon 
an altogether different theory.” It was not 
only a “mongrel foreign system,” but it 
was “un-democratic” and “ill adapted” to 
republican institutions, It was “ experi- 
mental’. and had not been ‘tested any- 
where by experience.” It would ‘increase 
the expense of elections to be borne by the 
people, stimulate a multitude of candi- 
dates, afford opportunities for fraud, but 
will not correct a single abuse now com- 
plained of.” In short, he objected to the 
whole thing—the provision for nominations, 
the employment of ballot clerks with 
“prodigious and irresponsible power,” the 
exclusion of people from the polling places, 
the printing of ballots at public expense, 
and the only point about it that he could 


for a compartment into which the voter 
might enter to ‘sort and arrange his tick- 
ets to suit huself.” 

Before another session of the Legislature 
came about the Governor had seen a great 
light. He no longer sneered at the domand 
for ballot reform, but devoted about two- 
fifths of his annual message to showing 
that “ the necessity of seme change in our 
election laws whereby the increasing cor- 
ruption which has become incident to our 
elections may be prevented is imperative.” 
He discussed at length the evils of bribery 
and intimidation and invoked the Legislat- 
ure to an earnest co-operation in an “ in-

telligent and conscientious effort to devise 
an honest and practical measure designed 
to purify our elections.” Curiously enough 
one of his most strenuous suggestions was 
for keoping people away from the polls by 
putting up a barrier “ata reasonable dis- 
tance,” behind which “no one except peace 
officers and one elector at atime should be 
permitted to enter, and that all electioneer- - 
ing should be done outside such reserved 
distance.” He no longer objected to the 


expense of printing official ballots, but pro- 


posed to increase the cost of elections by 
having both official and unofficial ballots. 
He spoke in a tone of respect of the “ Eng- 
lish or Australian system of voting,” ob- 
jecting chiefly to the exclusive official bal- 
lot. Thsre should be no marks put upon 
ballots, he thought, by poll clerks, because 
it would ‘‘destroy secrecy.” Instead of 
maintaining the sacred right of the people 
to “inform each other’ how they intended 
to vote, he was quite urgent for secrecy, and 
instead of avoiding interference with the 
citizen he would goso far as to make voting 
compulsory, a process which would cer- 
tainly be unconstitutional. 

Later in the session the Governor caused 
a bill to be introduced by Senator LINSON, 
which comprised many of the very features 
of the Saxton bill of the year before which 
he had then denounced, including the pro- 
visions in regard to nominations, against 
which he was particularly urgent. This 
change of tone and attitude was due to an 
unmistakable public demand for reform, 
and the Governor’s way of mepting it was 
to recognize its existence, pretend the high- 
est regard for it, and antagonize the reform 
measure with another which would fail to 
destroy the abuse by which he had profited— 
that of controlling masses of ignorant or 
subservient voters through the iiquor sa- 
loons and political ‘ heelers.” 

The veto of the second Saxton bill in 
May last had more of the flippant and con- 
-temptuous characteristics of the document 
of 1888. It was a labored effort to appear to 
be in favor of reform while finding reasons 
for disapproving of this way of reaching it. 
Secret voting, he admitted, was ‘the es- 
sence of electoral reform,” but the exclu- 
sive official ballot was not necessary to 
secure it. His “practical” objections to 
official ballots alone were numerous, but he 
said nothing about its disfranchising the 
illiterate. Asto the Australian system, it 
had worked very well in Australia and 
England and Canada, but it was because 
the candidates were few and the elections 
simple. In this country it had only been 
adopted in a few States. More had reject- 
ed than had adopted it, and in none where 
the plan of printing all the names on one 
ballot had been adopted had the system yet 
been tried. The Governor’s effort to justify 
his veto of the bill was laborious, even 
painful. 

Since he wrote this message, in which so 
mImany objections were sought and feund to 
the chief provisions of the Saxton bill, the 
system with all its terrible complications 
and perils has been tried in one of the old- 
est and most populous States of the Union, 
and it worked with complete success. Gov. 
HILv’s objections to various features of it 
were so completely demolished that he does 
not recur to them at allin his message of 
this year. His educational process had ad- 
vanced considerably by the time the pres- 
ent session of the Legislature began, and he 
was more than ever impressed with the 
importance of the subject, for hs devoted 
three-fifths of his message to it this time. 
The only point upon which he is strenuous 
now is that thereshall be unofficial as well as 
official ballots,and he has discovered that the 
privilege of preparing one’s ballot “at his 
own household, with the assistance of his 
family or friends,” and taking it to the 
polls ‘‘in his vest pocket or otherwise,” is 
‘especially dear to old men, to independ- 
ent voters, to naturalized citizens who 
read, speak, and write the English language 
very imperfectly, to poor men or others 
who are so unfortunate as to be illiterate, 
but who do not desire to expose their 
illiteracy to others than their own fam- 
ilies.” The progress which the Governor 
has made in the last two years is quite 
encouraging, and it is calculated to confirm 
real reformers in the conviction that they 
are right in their position. The fact that 
he has been forced to abandon his ground 
to such an extent is an admission that it 
was untenable. If he was wrong in so 
many points, it is reasonable to believe that 
he may possibly be wrong in his present 
position. His inconsistency and his ad- 
vance in enlightenment aftord good ground 
for holding firmly to the main principle of 
the reform, for his objections are deprived 
of weight by the fact that so many of them 
have already been shown by experience to 
be baseless. 








MISUSED CHARTERS. 


In five States the people, through their 
elected prosecutors, have proceeded in the 
courts against corporations that had be- 
come members of Trusts and had thus mis- 
used the charters granted tothem. The 
purpose of the people in these suits has 
been to cause the charters to be annulled. 
In this State the defendant company is a 
corporation in the Sugar Trust; in Califor- 
nia another company in the same Trust was 
sued; in Louisiana suit was brought 
against one of the Cottonseed Oil Trust’s 
companies; in Illinois the Gas Trust of Chi- 
cago was brought to account, and in Ne- 
braska the Attorney General is suing a com- 
pany that took its charter into the Whisky 
Trust. Final decisions have been reached 
in three States, and in each case the people 
have been successful. In this State the 
judgments of the lower courts, which are 
also against the Trust, are yet to be con- 
fmed by the court of last resort. 


The general principle that has been sus- 
tained by these proceedings is this, that the 
people do not grant franchises in order that 
they may be used to their own hurt, and 
that when a charter so granted is misused 
—for example, when it is surrendered to be 
used in setting up what the courts de- 
nounce as a “criminal enterprise’—it should 
be reclaimed by the people. It is plain that 


if the makers of the Sugar Trust had asked 
the people of this State directly for the 
charters used in establishing their unlaw- 
ful organization, and had at the same time 





admitted that they intended to use the 
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charters in constructing an illegal combina- 
tion that should suppress competition in 
the business of refining and selling sugar, 
the needed franchises would not have been 
granted. ‘The charters having been ob- 
tained under a general law, and afterward 
having been misused, the people naturally 
undertook to reclaim them under the terms 
of a statute designed for such cases. 

Of the thirteen corporations that united 
to make the Sugar Trust four were operat- 
ing sugar refineries in Boston. So far as 
the Trustmakers relied upon corporate 
charters they were deeply indebted to the 
people of Massachusetts as well as to the 
people of New-York. The charters were 
regarded as indispensable. Those refiners 
who had been doing business by means of 
partnerships were required to procure 
charters before entering the combination. 
The Sugar Trust’ agreement says: ‘The 
parties hereto who are not corporations 
shall become such before this deed takes 
effect.” The four refineries in Boston came 
in with charters. 

The failure of the Attorney General of 
Massachusetts to proceed’ in the courts 
against these offending corporations, al- 
though such action was taken long ago in 
several other States, is at last becoming the 
subject of comment in Boston. The Herald 
of that city asks: “ Why is it that the legal 
officers of this State bave not before this 
time taken the steps necessary to dissolve 
the acts of incorporation of the Massa- 
chusetts refineries that have entered the 
Sugar Trust?” In the case of no other re- 
fineries in the Trust has the misuse of char- 
ters been more clearly disclosed. The 
Herald says: 

*‘First the Continental Refinery ceased work, 
and was afterward converted into a storehouse 
and molasses house for the Standard Kefinery. 
A few months later the Bay State Refinery 
ceased operations, its machinery was taken out, 
and such of it as was considered desirable was 
transferred to the Standard Refinery, while the 
buildings formerly occupied by the company 
on Eastern-avenue are no longer used for sugar- 
refining purposes. Still later the Boston Re- 
finery, located in Fast Boston, ceased opera- 
tions, and, although the machinery still 
remuins in the buildings, there is no present, 
and possibly no future, prospect that work will 
be resumed.” 


“The time has now come,” adds the 
Herald, ‘‘ to test the legality of this action, 
and the Attorney General of the Common- 
wealth can rightly be called upon to put 
the machinery of his office in operation for 
the purpose of testing the matter.” But if 
the people of Massachusetts shall so proceed 
against the holders of the misused charters, 
what will they say it they shall then find 
the defendants seeking to evade them by 
transferring their property to a corporation 
using a charter recently granted by the 
Legislature of Connecticut in response to 
the application of the Trust’s agents, and 
in order that it might be used to protect an 
organization declared to be unlawful? 








SALARIES OF FEDERAL JUDGES, 


The people of the United States ought 
not to ask their Judges to work for board- 
and-clothes wages. That is practically 
what they pay now for services of great 
value rendered by men conspicuous for 
their learning and ability. United States 
Circuit Judges get $6,000 a year, District 
Judges get $4,000. The justice of the 
proposition to increase their salaries is un- 
disputed. Men who are competent to hear 
and decide cases s0 important as those 
which come before the Federal courts can 
earn much larger incomes in private prac- 
tice. 

Judging from the success of lawyers of 
such attainments as are expected and re- 
quired of Circuit and District Judges, the 
market value of the: knowledge and skill 
they devote to the use of the Government 
and the people is not less than $10,000 a 
year. Many lawyers of abilities no greater 
than the average of Federal Judges easily 
earn $25,000 a year. In this city we pay 
common politicians, “district leaders” of 
the Tammany, County Democratic, and 
Republican hosts, $8,000 a year as Judges 
of police courts. To the Judges of the 
district courts, mostly a very common lot, 
we pay $6,000. Our Judges of Common 
Pleas get $15,000, and Justices of the 
Supreme Court in this city get $17,500. 
The Chief Justice of the Court of Appeals 
in this State hasasalary of $10,500, and 
the salary of the Associate Justices is 
$10,000, besides an allowance of $2,000 
annually for traveling expenses. 

The difference between the salaries paid to 
the Judges of our State and city courts and 
those paid to Circuit and District Judges is 
by no means made up by the honor of sii- 
ting upon the Federal bench. Federal 
Judges must have houses and food like 
other mortals, they must clothe their fami- 
lies, educate their children, and maintain a 
respectable social position. They ought, 
moreover, to have the opportunity, which 
every honorable man seeks to create for 
himself, of laying by against old age and 
disability some part of their annual income. 
The people whom these Judges serve can- 
not reasonably ask them to work for a mere 
subsistence, and they do not ask it. There 
is no popular opposition to the proposed in- 
crease in their salaries; the difficulty is to 
secure the necessary action by Congress, 
which has thus far shown itself somewhat 
indifferent to the matter. 

Bills increasing the salaries of \Circuit 
and District Judges were introduced in the 
Forty-ninth Congress, but were not passed. 
They were again introduced in the Fiftieth 
Congress, and met the same fate. In the 
present Congress a bill has been introduced 
fixing the salary of Circuit Judges through- 
out the country at $9,000, and another 
makes the salaries of District Judges 
$5,000, except in this city, where the sal- 
ary is put at $7,000, and in the Eastern 
and Northern Districts of the State, where 
a salary of $6,000 is proposed. The dis- 
crimination which the latter bill provides 
for in the case of the three districts into 
which this State is divided is just, equita- 
ble,and proper. The Judge of the Southern 
District must be a resident of a city where 
living costs more than any where else in the 
country, and he must do more work for the 
money he earns than other Judges are re- 
quired to do. About 40 per cent. of the 
cases coming before Federal courts of orig- 
inal jurisdiction are brought in this city 
and Brooklyn, at the port where two-thirds 
of the country’s foreign trade is done. and 








where great railroad and other corporations 
have their offices. , 

The present Congress is not overburdened 
with business. It can easily find time to 
accomplish this act of justice, already too 
long delayed, and we do not think it will 
find on examining the bills and the state of 
facts on which they are based any reason 
why they should not be enacted. 





ENGLAND AND PORTUGAL. 


The mobbing of the British Legation in 
Lisbon curiously illustrates how long the 
Portuguese sensitiveness about Portuguese 
conquests has outlived the power to make 
new conquests or to make use of the old. 
The Portuguese possessions upon the west 
coast of Africa date from the great expan- 
sion of Europe at the close of the fif- 
teenth century, in which the part of 
Portugal was really more creditable and 
more conspicuous than that of any 
other nation, not excluding Spain. For 
although COLUMBUS became more memora- 
ble than any of his contemporaries by acci- 
dentally encountering a continent where 
he was seeking a passage, the circumnavi- 
gation of Africa by Vasco DA GaMa and the 
circumnavigation of South America by 
MAGELLAN were feats not at all inferior to 
his in hardihood and enterprise, though of 
course the results of them were immeasura- 
bly less important to nankind. 

It is from this period that the African 
possessions of Portugal date, and from that 
time to this Portugal has shown no capacity 
of making @ profitable employment of them 
or of using them to advance civilization. 
The Portuguese notion, like the Spanish 
notion, when the explorations and con- 
quests of both nations instrange continents 
were effected, was that the object of a 
colony was to enrich the mother country 
by returning to it allthe gold and silver 
and precious stones that the newly-con- 
quered land contained. When this purpose 
had been effected the home statesmen took 
no further interest in the colony. That is 
the history of Spanish conquest in the New 
World. It is also the history of Portuguese 
conquest in Africa. This method of mak- 
ing use of a colony is not a commercial 
operation at all, but a military operation, 
aud itis necessarily tar less fruitful and 
far less durable than the method of build- 
ing up a profitable trade by the ex- 
change of products between the mother 
country and the colony, such as 
Great Britain fostered by means of 
confining to Great Britain the trade of the 
British colonies, and as she has no longer 
any need to foster by that method, seeing 
that, as the carrier of the world, she is sure 
to protit by all commerce from which she is 
not expressly excluded. 


The occupation by Portugal of her Afri- 
can possessions during the four hundred 
years since her claims to them was founded 
has been of next to noaccount. The few 
trading stations on the coast have been the 
medium of a commerce that has consist- 
ed in barter very primitive in form and 
very trifling in amount. The question 
how far back from the seashore the Euro- 
pean discoverer of the coast is entitled to 
claim was one that greatly vexed the souls 
of lawyers and the bodies of soldiers two 
centuries ago, and it was never really de- 
cided. The practical conclusion reached 
was that he could claim as far back as he 
could make good his claim by force. This 
was the upshot of the contention of France 
and England on this continent, and itis 
this rule that has prevailed wherever the 
question has arisen. 

This is not quite the question that has 
arisen between England and Portugal. 
The countries that England now claims by 
the right of possession and use Portugal 
has never undertaken to pessess or to use, 
and has made no endeavor to occupy until 
they had actually been occupied ‘by a 
British company. The Portuguese claim to 
them, whatever its validity may originally 
have been, has lapsed by nonuser, for 
assuredly to claim a country for four 
centuries and make no use of it must work 
a forfeiture of the claim as against anybody 
who is able and willing to make use of it. 
Great Britain is thus able and willing 
and Portugal is not, and in resisting 
the British occupation, after having for 


all these centuries neglected every 
opportunity of occupying the coun- 
try herself, Portugal takes the 
attitude of a national dog in a 


colonial manger. Portugal is under no 
“need of expansion,” while Great Britain 
is under a vital and continuous necessity to 
expand. It is almost, if not quite, a re- 
quirement of national self-preservation 
that she shall find new markets for British 
products, and the finding of such markets 
in Africa means the growth there of indus- 
tries the products of which can be ex- 
changed for the products of British indus- 
try. This is another way of saying that 
it means the civilization of the country, 
which, under the protection of Portugal, 
has remained as uncivilized as it was when 
Vasco Da Gama doubled the Cape of Good 
Hope. The British instinct for expansion 
sometimes takes strange and questionable 
forms; but in this case the case of Great 
Britain against Portugal is one that ought 
to command the sympathy of impartial 
friends of civilization all the world over. 








It appears that the censure we directed 
on Sunday against the Park Commissioners 
for delaying to secure the operation of a 
horse railroad on the sunken road through 
the Park at Eighty-fifth-street shouldrather 
have been aimed at the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund. The Park Commission- 
ers had a careful estimate made of the 
amount that would be needed to construct 
the road, ready for operation, and this es- 
timate amounted to $20,000. The Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund refused to 
allow for the construction more than 
$12,000. On account, then, of a dif- 
ference of $8,000 the residents and 
tradesmen abreast of the Park on each side 
have been compelled to make a wide detour 
to reach the other at an expense in money, 
time, annoyance, and positive obstruction 
of the development of the west side for 
which a very large multiple of $8,000 
would be needed to compensate. It is hard 
to see how the Commissioners of the Sink- 
ing Fund can justify themselves for refus- 





ing their consent to a measure so very 
needful on so very insignificant a ground. 





A Western paper points ont that a reso- 
lution passed in the Senate about a month 
ago directing Secretary NoBLE to fur- 
nish for the information of that legislative 
body copies of all the correspondence be- 
tween the department and Agents McBRIDE 
and PICKLES concerning the opening of 
Oklahoma has not yet brought out any re- 
sponse. MCBRIDE is the agent in whose 
report the land grabbers were not over- 
looked, and who soon discovered that it 
would be expedient for him to retire to pri- 
vate life. Among these land grabbers were 
several Federal officers and one man, who, 
after the opening of the district, was ap- 
pointed to an important office by the Presi- 
dent. The Secretary has no more liking for 
McBrRIDE than he had for CoNnRaD, the 
special agent who was too zealous in pur- 
suit of the Benson ring. Both of these men 
appear to have fallen under his displeasure 
because they had “suspicions.” CONRAD’S 
“suspicions” had caused the indictment of 
a score of rascals. MCBRIDE’s “suspicions” 
should be disclosed. 








AMUSEMENTS. 
MR. CRANE AS A SENATOR. 


It 18 too early yet to decide whether or not 
“ The Senator,” the new play that served as the 
vehicle of the return of Mr. William H. Crane to 
the New-York stage last night, is going to have 
a long and profitable run, but there is no harm 
in guessing that it will One who judged by the 
ardor of the reception it had at the Star Thea- 
tre would say, Unhesitatingly, that Mr. Crane 
had found another “Gilded Age,” or “ Old 
Homestead,” but it would not be safe 
to depend on that The house was full 
of good-humored folks; there was a 
large contingent of intimate friends of 
Mr. Crane, (everybody who goes to the theatre 
at all nowadays is a friend of Mr. Crane;) there 
was a delegation which felt itself charged with 
the duty of seeing that the talent of Mrs. 
Barrymore was appropriately recognized, 
and Miss Jane Stuart, new to the New- 
York stage, had many vociferous friends 
in the house. The applause was deafen- 
ing and indiscriminately bestowed. Yet all 
that was given to the acting of the principal 
comedians was well merited. Mr. Crane’s 
comic powers were never exhibited to better 
advantage, and Mrs. Barrymore has at last 
made the notable hit that her multitude of ad- 
mirers have long been expecting her to make. 

‘“*Tbe Senator,” however, is scarcely so good 
a play in yy shape as we had been led 
to hope for. It is in four acts, and two of these 
were almost finished before the sober-minded, 
noteasily-pleased persons in the audience 
could honestly feel that they liked it. They 
had to join in the applause then, for the skill 
energy, and irresiatible humor of Mr. Crane an 
Mrs. Barrymore had conquered them,.and the 
trifling plot, which beroré that moment had 
been Ceveloped ina slow and rather primitive 
manner, at length began to be interesting. 

The hand of the late David D. Lioyd may be 
traced in certain delicately-written passages of 
“The Senator,” relating to the Denman claim, 
which has been before the United States 
Congress for nearly seventy-seven years. 
It is a perfectly just claim, but 
Silas Denman has reached old age, and seems 


likely to die disappointed, as his father, the 
original Denman olaimant, did. Hannibal 
Rivers, oné of the new millionaire Senators 
from the far West, falls in love with 
Denman’s daughter. The aid of Senator Rivets 
makes the prospect of settlement seem bright, 
and love for a pure, sweet woman has inter- 
ested Rivers in the claim. 

Without knowing anything about the condai- 
tion of “The Senator’ when Mr. Lloyd’s pen 


fell from his hand, we are inelined 
to think that his plot, founded on this 
situation, did not involve more  com- 


plications than were necessary to shew in 
dramatic action how Rivers got the claim 
through Congress, with some littie trouble, and 
was rewarded with the hand of the claim- 
ant’s daughter. This would be perfectly 
true to the facts of life in Washing- 
ton. But it was probably thought neces- 
gy in preparing the piece for the stage, 
to further complicate matters. The Senator, 
urging a claim that was to benefit the lady he 
expected to make his wife, might no 
** sympathetic” character, even 
he would be trne to life, 
the elaim was just, entirel honor- 
able. The element of self-sacrifice must 
be introduced. Soan Austrian diplomat, who 
is a vulgar villaiao, of course, is introduced, with 
whom Rivers is made to think Mabel is in love. 
And the Senator then redoubles his efforts to 
pass the claim, (stifling his cwn love,)'so that 
the young jady may, vy | the power of money, 
become a suitabis wife for a nobleman. 

It is this purely conventional complication— 
the supposed love of Mabe! for the Austrian 
and the Austrian’s ungentiemanly behavior in 
the house of the Secretary of State, whose 
young wife almost falis into his toile—that re- 
tards the real interest of the play, and made 
permanent success seem very doubtful, last 
night, until the end of the second act. And 
nothing but the excellent acting of Mr. Crane 
and Mrs. Barrymore, assisted measurably by 
the engaging personality and smartness of Miss 
Stuart, then turned the tide. 

The remainder of the performance was thor- 
oughly enjoyable, The incidents in a Senate 
Committee Room on the day of the adjourn- 
ment of Congress, the last act of which is the 
passage of tbe Denman bill, worked the audience 
up toa high piteh of excitement, and the scenes 
in the Senator’s rooms where all the lovers of 
the comedy are united, and all misunderstand- 
ings explained, were highly diverting and satis- 
factory.

METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 


Wagner’s noble opera “Tannhiuser’ was 
again performed in a somewhat uneven man- 
ner at the Metropolitan Opera House last even- 
ing. The chief defect of the representation was 
once more the inability of Herr Vogl to deal 
with the lyric passages of his part. The réle of 
Tannhduser is very exacting in its demands, 
for it requires both declamatory and lyric pow- 
ers of a high order. In the declamatory scenes 
Herr Vogl leaves put little to be desired. In 
the great scene of his return in the third act he 
largely atoned for his previous shortcomings by 
his fine dramatic forve. But it must be admit- 
ted with regret that Herr Vogl cannot sing 
Tannbiuser’s song in praise of love, and tha 
he falls far short of the yocal requirements o 
the part in the second act. 

The most satisfactory interpretation of the 
evening was again Herr Reichmanno’s Wolfram 
This; simirabie artist is worthy of high praise 
both in declaiming and in purely iyric work.

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HUSTED’S PARTISAN GAME 


HE FEARS NEITHER SHEEHAN 
NOR GOV. HILL, 
AND WHEN WAR IS THREATENED OVER 
HIS COMMITTEES HE DEFTLY AD-~- 
JOURNS THE ASSEMBLY. 


ALBANY, Jan. 18.—The Legislature recon- 
vened to-night. In the House Gen. Huste! an- 
nounced his standing committees, and on mo- 
tion of Mr. Fish an adjournment was immedi- 
ately direc e | until to-morrow at 11 A. M. 

In the Senate an index of the session was 
given by a preliminary sparring match between 
the leader of the majority, Mr. Fassett, and the 
! ater of the minority, Mr. Cantor, over the ap- 
Pp intmenaton the committees of Republicans and 
Democrats. A similar disturbance was expect- 
ed in the House, but Gen. Husted snapped the 


adjournment motion through with such dex- 
terity that Mr. Sheehan, the Democratic leader, 
was taken entirely unaware. 





There was war in the Democratic camp when 
the information was disseminated that Gen. 
Husted proposed to cive the Democrats a rep- 

‘resentation of but th ee on the important com- 


mittees, and that Mr. Fassett, President pro 
tem. of the Senate, had cut the minority’s al- 
lowanee down to two instead of three, the por- 
tion allowed them by custom, Mr. Sheehan 
sought out the Governor. The Governor de- 
clared it to be “‘an outrage,” and Mr. Sheeban 
went to 91 Columbia-street, the residence 
of Gen. sg and proceeded to lay 
down the law. he General winked his 
eye, drew Mr. Sheehan’s head down a4 
foot, and whispered: ‘Come in this 
afternoon,’”’ The General’s committees were 
all made up, but it was eimply a temporizing 
makeshift that he reso to. Turning to 
Clerk Chickeriag he observed: ‘‘Those commit- 
tees will stand as they are, Mr. Sheehan and 
Gov. Hill notwithstanding.” In the afternoon 
Mr. Sheehan called. He didn’t care so much 
for the bulk of the committees, but he insisted 
that tne Democrats should have four of the 
eleven members of the Cities and Railroads 
Committees. 

“ William, it can’t be done,” replied the Speak- 
er; “we have more Republicans now than we 
know what to do with, Why didn’t you elect a 
few more Democrats, and then we could have 
taken care of ’em ?” 

The composition of the committees was not 
changed.

Mr. Sheehan had one grievance and the Tam- 
many men had another besides. In the make-up 
of the Committees on Ways and Means, Judi- 
ciliary, General Laws, Taxation, Excise, Com- 
merce and Navigation, Insurance and Electric- 
ity the Republicans were given seven mem- 
bers and the Demoorats four, but in the make 
up of the more important Committees of Cities, 
Railroads, Canals, and State Prisons the Re- 
publican representation was increased to eight 
and the Democratic reduced to three. On this 
head both Tammany and Gov. Hill grieved 
together. But Tammany had another grievance. 
Mr. Platt had punished the organization for 
its failure to give him a Police Commissioner 
when Stephen B. French’s term expired, and a 
Police Justice, and the Democratic organiza- 
tion was made to feel the iron hand in all its 
severity. Tammany found herself deprived of 
representation on these committees: aysand 
Means, Judiciary, Taxation and Retrenchment, 
Railroads, Excise, Commerce and Navigation, 
Canals, Electrical Control, and State Prisons, 
Last year the organization had two representa- 
tives on the Committee on Cities, Blumenthal 
and Hagan; this year it has but one, Blumen- 
thal. The Republicans from New-York were 
taken care of as follows: Francis Volney King 
was made Chairman of Excise an was 
placed in Commerce and Navigation; Richard 
J. Lewis of the Twenty-first District, 
Chairman of Military Affairs and member of 
Codes and Revision; Wiliam Hoag, the suc- 
cessor of Robert Ray Hamilton, was placed on 
Cities and Public Printing; Mr. Frederick 
8. Gibbs had the unparalleled andacity to de- 
mand the Chairmanship of the new Electrical 
Committee, but had to content himseif with a 
place on Cities, Charitable and Religious Socie- 
ties, and Chairman of Public Health. 


It will be observed thet Gen. Husted has taken 
particular good care of the few County Demo- 
cratic Assemblymen. This, of course, is in ac- 
cordance with Mr. Platt’s instructions. John 


Kerrigan finds himself in Ways and Means, 
Dinkelspiel of the Twelfth turns up upon Cities, 
Taxation, and Retrenchment and Excise, Men- 
ninger of the Sixth on Railroads, Monaghan of 
the Third on Insurance. The only Tammany 
man that Gen. Husted has specially honored is 
the young reformer from the Nineteenth, John 
Conntelly, who is assigned to Insurance and 
Revision. 

By all odds the weakest committees of the 
Assembly are Kallroads and Electricity. The 
Railroad Committee is not only weak, but there 
are the strongest suspicions that it is sus 
ceptible to influences of a corrupting nature. 
Itis fully as open to criticism and deserves to 
be watched just as carefully as the Kailroad 
Committee of last year, which by all odds was 
the most dishonest committee the Legislature 
has seen in many years. Much of last year’s 


timber is found in this committee. The 
retention of Mr. Kimball as Ohairman was 
at the direct dictation of Mr. ‘att. 
It is an open secret here that Mr. 
Depew would have preferred Mr. Mase, but 
Mr. Platt insisted on Kimball. It 1s predicted 


that the committee has been made up in the 
interest of the cable grabbers. At any rate, 
Mr. Austin Corbin, who has Just won his Phila- 
delphia and Reading fight, has succeeded in 
placing two Long Island Road representatives 
on this committee, Townsend and Johnson of 
Queens. The relations between Mr. Platt’s ex- 
press company and Mr. Corbdin’s railroads are 
of a very close — cordial character. 

It will also be observed by an analysis of the 
committee that the inflaence of the New-York 
Central Railroad does not preponderate so 
largely as usual, and people are asking if it is 
possible that Gen. Husted has repudiated his 
first love, or whether he has constituted the 
committes 7 it 1s to preserve peace between 
Mr. Plattand Mr. Depew. It cértainly would 
appear asif Mr. Depew had made comforting 
concessions to Mr. P att. 


As for the Electrical Committee, that will 
hardly bear analysis. The Chairman, Mr. Deck- 
er, is aman of good character and good inten- 
tions, but he comes from Tioga and is, there- 


fore, Mr. Platt’s personal representative. Mr. 
John H. Camp, the lobbyist for the Western 
Union and telephone companies, has succeeded 
by his influence over Mr. Platt in placing on 
the committee his personal representative from 
Wayne County, Mr. Groat. 

The strongest committee is Ways and Means, 
It carries with it the strongest timber in the 
House. The Judiciary and Taxation Comwmit- 
tees are made up of good material. From the 
Excise Committee Warner Miller can expect no 
indorsement of his principles or position. A 
majority of the committee is known to be 
against high license. 


The Senate Chamber presented a picturesque 
and animated appearance when Lieut. Gov. 
Jones, husky and pale, called the members to 
order. Both galleries were filled, and at the 


entrances groups of spectators gathered, chok- 
ing up the thoroughfares. Thé Jobby was 
out in foreen. The cable gang was weil 
represented. John J. O’Brien and Charlie 
Swan. have already arrived and opened 
their headquarters in the corridors, and are 
holding <> stairways and pillars as of yore. 
Mr. E. B. Hinsdale, the lobbyist of Austin Cor- 
bin’s Long Island Railroad, floated around the 
Senate with the complacency of 8 man who has 
geen his puppets well placed, and ocon- 
pied the ohairs of absent Senators, 
as if he were Thomas ©. Platt or 
Austin Corbin himself. Mr. Hinsdale did not 
look particularly pleased when Senator Fassett 
observed in hie usual scathing tones that he 
noticed on the floor many persons who had no 
business there and tba’ ereafter he would 
have to insist that the rules regulating admis- 
sion to the floor must be rigidly enforced.

When Mr. Fassett sent up his committees the 
breeze sprang up at once, and tne belligerent 
young Senator from the Tenth, Mr. Cantor, with 
it.

He did not think it fair 
that the majority of the voters of the State, who 
were debarred from Dagan representation in 
the Legislature, should have their committee 
representation reduced. The first intimation 
he had that this outrage was to be perpetrated

- Senate that the Democratio representation had 
been cutdown, The Republican majority in 
the House of Representatives at Washington 
was ruled by mob rule, or the absence of rules. 
There were 6V0,000 Democratic voters in the 
state, and they were entitled to a larger repre- 
sentation on the committees than had been ac- 
corded them. ‘It may be,” he said, “that the 
Senator who handed the committees up was 
not responsible for them, but that they have 
come from the headquarters of the great Re- 
publican leader in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel.”

HE WAIVES EXAMINATION AND WILL

Major W. Hancock Clark, who firea three 
shots at his brother member of the Southern 
Society, Wilton Randolph, on Friday even- 
ing, was arraigned in the Jefferson Mar- 
ket Police Court yesterday morning.

Hardy waived examination and requested Judge 
Hogan to continue the ball bond given by Capt 
William M. Conuer Sunday night. But the 
Judge wanteda new bond. Capt, Conner was 
sent for, but he was ill, and Judge Hogan there- 
upon paroled Clark until this morning. It is 
said shat his mother-in-law will go on his bond. 

Before he left court Clark made a statement 
to the reporters. It was, however, merely a 
sapere: of what he had already sald, to the 
effe 


ot that he fired because he had been struck 
and knocked down, and was in fear of further 


attack. 

It is likely that the Grand Jury will be asked 
to consider the matter on Wedueasday. 

Mr. Randolph, itis said, hs complained to 
the Board of Managers of the Southern Soctety 
againet Clark and his friend, Capt. Johnston, 
whom, he asserts, tried to hold him after he had 
struek Clark. A request for the resignation of 
both is not unlikely.

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OBITUARY, 


J. WILSON GREEN. 
J. Wilson Green, who for many years was a 





prominent figure in this city, died on Sunday . 


last at the residenee of his daughter, whom 
he was visiting, in Buffalo, N. Y. He had been 
ill for a long time, 

Mr. Green was born in East Haddam, Conn., 
in 1809, and received his education from the 
schools in the neighborhood of that little town. 
Law had a great attraction for him, and all his 
studies were pursued with the ultimate object 
of becoming a member of that profession al- 
ways in view. He was admitted to the bar, 
and when a very young man he came to this 


city to practice. He met bony @ fair amount of 
success, but the possibilities for a ung man 
in the Wost were 80 great then that he departed 
rom New-York in 1837, and took up his resi- 
ence in Richmond, Wayne Coanty, Ind, 
Within a very short time he made himecif a 
ower in the politics of that town, and after he 
ad peen there for a year or two he ran on the 
Whig wicket for Mayor, and was elected. A 
little while afterward there came a split in the 
jocal Whi pn ~ the question of the Con- 
gressional nomination. One of the factions 
nominated Caleb B, Smith and the other Mr. 
Green. The latter gentleman refused to run, 
and Mr. Smith was elected, afterward hecom- 
ing Seoretary of the Interior under President 
Lincoln. 

After a six years’ residence in Richmond Mr. 
Green determined to return td the metropolis, 
and in 1843 he came back to New-York to re- 
sume his law practice. His “ Western ways” 
attracted: Eastern people to him, as had his 
‘‘Eastern ways” attracted people to him in the 
West, and he poh at Md became very success- 
ful. Politics still had their charm for him, and 
in 1844 he became editor of the American Ke- 
publican, the organ of the party of that name, 
which then had control of the City Govern- 
ment. He took an active part in the local cam- 

aign which resulted in the election of James 

arper as Mayor of the city. He became a 
power in the politics of the Fifteenth Ward, 
and was for a long time the Chairman of its 
Whig and Republican Executive Comsnisege. 
About 1865 he was elected a member of the 
oity’s Board of Counoilmen, and was afterward 
made its President. He saasisted materially in 
the election to Congress of Heury J. Raymond, 
of whom be was a great personal friend. 

About ten years ago Mr. Green retired from 
active life and lived with his son, 8, H. Green 
at East Orange, N. J. He was a widower, an 
leaves, besides his son, two daughters, one of 
whom, Anna Katherine Green, (Mrs. Charles 
Rohlfs,) has acquired considerable reputation 
in the field of literature. 

The funeral will be held from the residence of 
his son, in East Orange, probably to-morrow 
and the interment wilt be in the family buri 
plot at East Haddam.

GEORGE ROYCE. 

The cable announces the death in London, at 
the Holborn Viaduct Hotel, from the influenza 
epidemic, of George Royce, a member of the 
firm of Peterson & Royce. He was sick less 
than ten days. Mr. Royce had been sojourning 
in London from about the middle of December 
last, actively engaged in consummating busi- 
ness connections for the New-York house. He 
was in his thirty-eighth year and had been suc- 


cessful in winning for himself a prominent and 
coveted position in the mercantile community. 

Born in New-York City, his first business 
enterprise was a8 an employe of the Lawrence 
Company of manufacturing stationers, Later 
he formed a connection with the firm of Bald- 
win, Sexton and Peterson, dealers in diamonds 
at Broadway and Fourth-street, with whom he 
remained five years as bookkeeper and travel- 
ing salesman.

THE INAUGURATION ATTENDED BY A 
GREAT THRONG OF SPECTATORS, 


CoLumBus, Ohio, Jan. 13,—Qgvernor-elect 
James E. Campbell took the oath of 
Office to-cay at noon. His message 
to the General Assembly is compara- 
tively brief, and touches upon a num- 
ber of subjects of State and local interest. He 
recommends that home rule be restored to all 
the cities as speedily as possible, and enters 
into detail as to the need at Cincinnati. 

He strongly commends the system of ballot 
reform commonly called the Australian sys- 
tem, and sketohes briefly the successes with 
which it has met in other countries and 
States. The argument that it would 
be a hardship to Mfliterate voters is 
substantially answered, and the Gonclusion 
reached that public séntiment is not educated 
to the point, and any attempt to enact such a 
law now would prove futile, On the question 
to ohesper school books, tha Governor says:

Revent experience in the State o 
Indiana shows ostensibly that school books equal 
to those in use here are délivered to the 
children of that State at from 35 60 pe 
cent. of their former cost. Other States have trie 
the experiment with apparent sa 
be an assured fact that school EY 
furnished either by direct publication by_ the 
State or by contract on beh of the State 
at less than present ges It is not neéces- 
sary to enveigh against capital for monopoli- 
zing this form of publication. [t is sufficient to as- 
certain whether books can be turnishea more 
cheaply by the State without involving itin ma. 
terial expense or liability. If this can be proved 
then it becomes your duiy to cheapen school books, 
He favors the abolition of the office of Com- 
missioner of Railroads and Telegraphs and 
thinks the duties could be better performed by 
a Railroad Commission, provided there is any 
necessity for the State supervision of railroads. 
The inauguration of Gov. CampDell has prob- 
ably commanded a larger attendance than 


the inauguration of any Governor since 
Allen. The inaugural ceremonies took 
place at the east front of the Cap- 


itol. The masses could not be accommo- 
dated in doors. Gov. Foraker who was sick 
from an attack of la grippe last night, was 
present to introduce the new Governor, but be 
Inade no speech.

To-night will settle the prolonged fight for 
the Chairmanship of the Kings County Repub- 
lican General Committee of 189, Franklin 
Woodrnff is positive that he will win. David A. 
Baldwinis equally certain that Woodruff will 
be beaten and that be will rule the body for 
twelve montns, 

The committee will meet at the Athenwum, on 
Atlantic-avenue, at 8 o’clock, but it will proba- 
bly be close on to midnight before the decid- 
ing vote will be taken.

THE STATE BANKS. 


SYNOPSIS OF THE REPORT OF THE 
BANKING DEPARTMENT, 


The annual réport of the Superintendent, of 
the Banking Department of the State was 
transmitted to the Legislature last evening. It 
was prepared by M®eputy Superintendent 
Charles R. Hali and sent in by the néw Super- 
intenaent, Charles M. Preston. 
The total resources of the State banks on 
Sept. 7, 1889, was $245,163,888. The increase 
in banking capital during the fiscal year end- 
ing Sept. 60, 1889, was $2,620,000. Twenty- 
two new banks were authorized to do business, 
with an aggregate capital of $2,675,000. Ten 
of these banks, with a capital’ of $1,500,000, 
are situated in New-York and Brooklyn. Three 
of the twenty-two were converted from nation- 
al banks, but three new national banks were 
organized, twotin Adams and one in Elmira. Ono 
bank, the Farmers’ of Albany, reduced its cap- 
ital from $850,000 to $250,000, and two, the 
Union of New-York and James M. Brush & Co. 
of Huntington, went ous of business, Only 
seven of the State banks had circulation out- 
standing. 
The report says that the banking laws 
erence to individual bankers are incomplete, 
and recommends that such persons should not 
be authorized to conduct a banking business 
with a pad capital of less than $10,000. Con- 
cerning private bankers, the opinion is ex- 
te tne that gagrant persons are often de- 

eived and suffer loss froin irresponsible men 
or firms calling themselves bankers, and rec- 
ommends that pérsous doing a banking busi- 
ness not under the supervision of the daepart- 
ment should be obliged to use the word 
“ piivare’ in their busiuess, style, and title. 

ne reportrecommends that ‘‘no ank should 

be allowed to make a loan upon its own ‘— oo 
sto as oollateral security until such bank 
shal have a surplus equal to at least 25 per 
cent, of its capital stock,” but it urgés that a 
bank haying such surplus should ‘‘be allowed 
to purchase and hold, for a limited time, not to 
exceed 10 per cont. of its own stock.” The pur- 
pose of this proposal is this: ‘‘In the case of 
prosperous banks, where the market value of 
stook is from 100 to 600 above par, it is diffi- 
cult to purchase any of the stock.’ Tn the case 
of the election of new Directors required toown 
from ten to twenty-five shares, as provided in 
the articles of association, the law sbould allow 
the bank to buy the shares of stock for the pro- 
pos Directors, or to protect the value of 
sharés in cage of public sate. 
The report cites the laws relative to building 
and loan associations, but says that “the ex- 
pense of supporting ‘the Banking Department 
deing ‘defrayed by the banks and financial in- 
stitutions under its supervision, the Superin- 
tendent has not felt justified in applying any 
of the funds so suppli to the purchase of 
books of record, blanks, forms, &o., or in the 
supervision of these associations. There being 
no money from any other source for the work, 
the provisions in regard to reports and super 
vision is practically a nullity,” 

The report further adds: “ While some of the 
building and loan associations file reports 1n the 
Banking Department the majority pay no at- 
tentton to such requirements of the statute. It 
thus happens that many of these associations, 
while advertising to be ‘under the direct super- 
vision of the Banking Department of the State 
ot New-York,’ and perhaps gaining members 
and credit by 50 doing, are in fact entirely free 
from any supervision or visitation, The large 
pumber of these associations now in operation 
in this State, and their rapid growth, makes the 
question of providing for adequate supervision 
one of the most important that can devolve 
upon the Legislature.” 
The belief that State supervision of these as- 
sociations is needed is expressed, and the state- 
ment is made that though they were not orig- 
inally intended to be acoumulators of wealth or 
for speculative purposes, they have in some 
cases abandoned their underlying principles 
and embarked tn speculative enterprise likely 
to be dangerous for’ the man of small savings. 
It is, therefore, “‘respectfully and earnestiy 
urged” in the report “that some action should 
be taken by the Legislature to provide for such 
supervision as shali insure satety to the depos- 
itors and give confidence to the general public.”

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CORBIN SCORES A VICTORY 


RE-ELECTED PRESIDENT OF 
THE READING. 
HE COURT DECLINED TO ENJOIN THE 
VOTING TRUST AND THE OPPOSI- 
TION’S PROTESTS WERE IN VAIN. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 13.—This has been a nota- 
tie day in the history of the Philadelphia and 
Keading Railroad Company. This morning 
Judze Hare refused to grant the injunction 
asked for by Messrs. Erwin and Shelmerding 
against the company and the voting trustees, 
and later in the day the annual meeting of the 
stockholders was held and the Corbin party 
triumphed. 

Judge Hare, in his decision, merely ruled that 
he would not grant the preliminary injunction 
prayed for. He reviewed the allegations that 
the fifth Trustee had never been elected, that 
ove of the four members of the trust was not in 
accord with the other three, and that the three 
proposed to elect one of their number, Austin 
Corbin, to the Presidency of the Reading Road. 
The court was not prepared to say that such 
an election would be valid. The trust was sup- 
posed to actin an entirely disinterested man- 
ner, and the election of one of its members is 
certainly not disinterested. But as this point 


had not been raised the court dia not feel called 
upon to pass upon it. 

As everybody expected, the annual meeting, 
heldin Association Hall, was a lively affair. 
The anti-Corbin forces could do notning but 
protest, but they did that very heartily. Among 
them were Alfred Sully, . Dow, Isidor 
Wormeer, and Alfred Rice of New-York. But, 
peers or no protest, the re-election of the old 

oard of officers was accomplished through the 
vote of three members of the voting trust. 
Thomas B. Wanamaker, a son of John Wana- 
maker, the fourth member of the voting trast, 
offered a proxy vote executed by his father in 
favor of the opposition ticket, but the vote was 
declined by the tee of election on the ground 
that a majority of the trust had already voted, 
and a minority vote could not be received. The 
proxy was also declared to be irregular, sinoe 
it waa a business proxy executed before the 
voting trust was created. 

The meeting was called to order by William E. 
Lockwood of Philadelphia, who nominated 
State Senator 8 P, Wolverton for Chairman. 
The nomination was unanimously ratified. 
President Corbin took the stage for the purpose 
of reading his annual report for the year end- 
ing Nov. 30,1889. The statement of the oper- 
ations of the railroad shows the following 
totals: 7 

** Gross receipts, $19,018,613 71; gross expenses, 
$10,918,591 6D ; earnings from traffic, $8.100,- 
022 02; to which add profit from other sources, 
ay + nn 26; total profit, $8,869,420 2s. 

“From this deduct—Hentals, $2,842,319 25; in- 
terest account, $4,055,138 80; debtor ee profit 
and loss, State taxes, &c., $728,750 23; total, 
$7,656,208 28: balance, $1,213,212. Less interest 
and sinking funds of divisional mortgages of the 
Coal and Jron Company, gnaranteed by the railroad 
company—IJ ntereat, $790,200; sinking funds. $354,- 
084 14; total, $1,144,284 14; surplua, $68,927 86. 

“* Por the coal company—Gross receipts, $17,81%,- 
225 82; gross expenditures, $17,966,075 64; defi- 
cienoy, $147,849 82; to which add interest for year, 
$826,523 84: deficiency, including fixed charges, 
$974,373 16.” 

The report continued: 


“The inability of the coalcompany to earn the 
entire amount of its fixed charges for the year must 
be, attributed to the low price received for coal; if 
the same price had prevailed in 1889 as in the pre- 
vious year the earnings of the company would 
have been increased by over $900,000. The ex- 
perses of mining coal owing to the want of a market 
Jor the product of the collieries werg much greater 
in proportion than they would have been if the col- 
lieries could have been operated a greater number 
of days in the year.” 


The report closed with the reasons for the 
suppression of the monthly statements of the 
business of the coal company as follows: 


‘During the past year the Board of Directors of 
the Coal and [ron Company were compelled to sus- 
pend the publication of the monthly statement of re- 
ceipts and expenses. The consideration which 
enforced rook goed upon them was the fact that 
none of the coal companies with which they are in 
competition have ever published similar state- 
menta, and the information contained in the state- 
ments published by us was constaaotly used by our 
competitors, greatly to our disadvantage. 

“The statements failed to supply, except to those 
most familiar with all the datails of the business, 
any information of real value, and the board was 
largely reconciled to this action from the fact that 
it has been found to be impossible to distinguish 
rationally from month to month between those 
diabursementsa which are properly chargeable to 
expense accounts aud pee which may be legiti- 
mately carried forward capital accounts. This 
distinction canonly be made accurately, or by avy 
reasonable approximation, after the most careful 
surveys and inventories have been made at the 
close of the year.” 

At the conclusion of the reading of the report 
an attempt was made to proceed with the elec- 
tion of officers for the ensuing year, and then 
the opposition developed. A motion to con- 
sider the report seriatim was met by a sub- 
stitute offered by a Reading’ Company attorney 
that the report be adopted. Mr. Ervin read a 
protest, signed by himself and many others, 
against the voting trust being allowed to cast 
its vote for Mr. Corbin, on the ground that 
it was contrary to law and public policy. Sev- 
eral other protests were also offered. The 
Chairman at 1 o’clocg ordered a recess for the 
purpose of voting for officers, despite the pro- 
tests.

Messrs. Shipley and Caldwell protested 


against the use of theirnames on the mE rte 
ticket. Before the voting began the following 
paper was read from the stage. It was > 
dressed to James Boyd and John Walker, Jr., 
judges of election: 


In view of the intimation by the Court of Com- 


mon Pieas, No. 2%, in the opinion delivered this 
morning, the undersigned hesitated to vote upon 

he shares standing in their names, as voting Trus- 
lees under the agreementof reorganization, in favor 
of one of their number, without first informing the 


courtof the reasons which in their judgment ren- 


dered it their ony so to vote. Accordingly, they 
called upon Judge Hare and explained to him that- 
in the reorganization of the company if was under- 
stood by al) parties in interest that hir. Austin Cor- 
bin should be the President of the reorganized com- 
pany, He was 6o elected with the approval, so far 
asis known, of ali the creditors and of all the 
stockhoiders before the agreement was declared op- 
erative, and Was named as a voting Trustee while 
holding the office of President. 

In the last annual election he was again voted 
for without any expression of dissent, and they be- 
lieve that he commands the confidence 


to-da 

ot the large majeeity of thecreditors and stock- 
holders for whose protection the voting trust 
was established. If the court had expreseed a de- 
cifed opinion upon the point they would have 
yielded obedience to its direction, but as the qnes- 
tion had not been formally raised in the pleadings, 
and if Mr. Corbin should withdraw it could no 
hereafter be err to the consideration of the 
court, they felt thatit was right that they should 
adhere to theirown judgment. 

Having submitted these reasons to Judge Hare, 
he said that under the circumstances he saw no 
reason why they. should not act upon theirowna 
judgment, and that, in so doing, it woald sed er- 
stood that the Trustees would not be regarded as 
showing any want of respect to the court or any in- 
tention to disregard or disobey its order. Accord. 
iugly we will unite witn Mr. Corbin in castin 
ballote for the ticket bearing his name as 
deat.” 


This was signed by John Lowber Welsh anda J. 
Pierpont Morgan. 

At the conclasion of the reading of this state- 
ment Mr. Rice requested the audience to listen 
to the following cablegram: 

“LONDON, Jan. 10.—To I, & S, Wormser, New- 
York: Please send annexed bequest to Reading 
Trustees, Mailing original to-morrow. If time pér- 
mitted oould obtain many more signatures, as ad. 
verse feeling very intense, and aggravated by his 
cable received to-day: 

“To the Votin We, the undersigned, 
being holders and representatives of large holders 
of Philadelphia and Reading shares, hereby request 
you too se the re-election of Mr. Austin Corbin 
as President of the company, he having, in our 
opiaion, forfeited his claim to the confidence of the 
shareholders by reason of the misstatements as to 
the financial condition of the company which he has 
from time to time made to those largely interested 
in the property.’’ 

This was signea vy Borthwick, Wark & Co., 
I. Wassell & Co., Haseltine, Powell & Co., Tom 
Nickels & Co., Chennery Brothers, Haes & 
pons, Leon Brothers, J. 2. Trew & Uo, and 
others. 

After the voting trust had deposited its vote 
for the regular ticket, the opponents of the 
Corbin administration began offering their 
votes to the judges of election.

NEW-YORK AND THE FAIR. 


s oeeaiemnann aaemeneeememe 
DELEGATES SATISFIED WITH THE PROS- 
: PECT—THE SUBSCRIPTIONS. 


The remainder of the New-York World’s Fair 
delegation got back from Washington yester- 
day. The trip and its events, and above all the 
success of the reception given to the New- 
Yorkers on Saturday night at the Arlington, are 
in everybody’s mouth. It ig conceded, even by 
those who have been considered as opposed to 
the project of a World’s Fair, that the trip and 
the speeches made before the Senate Com- 


mittee were strokes of sound policy on the part 
of New-York, 

In one direction, however, there are signs of 
av important change in the programme. All 
through the preparations for the fair, in the 
midst of the formation of committees and the 
pledging of a guarantee fund, there has been & 
notion that no bia international exposition 
could be successfully established in the short 
apese of two years. It is now openly hinted 
that the fair should be held back at least until 
1893. So strong, indeed, is tuis feeling that 
many New-Yorkers would not be surpris to 
find Congress deferring tue exposition until 
after the next Presidential campaign. 

pb the other hand, it is only just to say that 
men like Cornelius Vanderbilt and Chauncey M. 
Depew are in favor of 1892, and believe that 
preparations should be beguu at once. 

No committee work was done yesterday at 
the World’s Fair headquarters in THE TIMES 
Building. The subscriptions to the guarantee 
fund have dropped to a rewarkably low figure, 
At the Mayor’s office only $757 was yesterday 
received. The fact of the matter is that every- 
body is awaiting the Federal Government's 
action.

MR. WINDMULLER’S ARGUMENT. 

The following argument was presented in 
writing to the committee of the Senate in favor 
of New-York as a site for the World’s Fair by 
Mr. Louis Winamiiller, one of the delegates: 

Theretre occasions when facts and figures speak 
louder than words. In this ope I have collected « 
few which I desire to present to you. Importations 
in New-York in 1889 amounted, in round figures, 
to $500,000,000. We paid $147,000,000 for duties 
on the same, being two-thirds of all the duties 
which the Government received during the year. 
Our exports of merchandise amounted to $365,- 
000,000, nearly one-half of the exports of the coun- 





ry. 

The total foreign commerce of the port exceeded 
$900,000,000. 4 the ratio of progress made durin 
recent years it will exoeed $1,000,000,000 in 182.

My 
own firm, comparatively a small one, has at least 
one direct erases in every commercial 
centre of Europe and in many cities of the Kast 
Indies, Asia Minor, and Africa, selling to them 
products of our country and buying theirs in 
return. 

The annual income of our city exceeds $80,000,- 
000, and (while comparisons may be odious) I desire 
to call your attention to the fact that this is four 
times greater than the combined annual income of 
| the thfee cities which compete with oars. The 
assessed valuation of New-York ity exceeds 
$1,500,000,000, and New-York begins to rival Lon- 
don as a centre of finance and of exchanges. We 
have 600 miles of streets, 130,000 houses, nearly 
2,000,000 inhabitants. Our hotels are better pre- 
pared to accommoiate coraneare i those of any 
other oity of the Old or New Worl None other in 
this country offers such treasures of fine arts and 
attractive places of public amusement. 

While other cities are in alocation more central 
for inhabitants of this country, no place on the 
continent will draw so many strangera from foreign 
parts, none will satisfy them better for the trouble 
and expense of getting here.

COMMISSIONER BELL WORKING HARD 
FOR REAPPOINTMENT. 


Police Commissioner Bell of Brooklyn and his 
friends devoted all of yesterday morning at- 
tempting to show Mayor Chapin that it would 
be unwise to lay him aside and put Robert 
Black in his place.

SUING HER AGED SUITOR 


—_—— 
ONE AUNDRED THOUSAND 
IN DAMAGHS WANTED. 
A YOUNG AND PRETTY MUSIO TEACHER 
ACCUSES RICH CLEMENS MULLER OF 
.BREACH OF PROMISE OF MARRIAGE, 


Miss Caroline J. Cammerer of Philadelphia, a 
musio teacher, young, pretty, and with a decid- 
edly aristocratic upward turn of the nose at 
the tip, is suing aged and wealthy Clemens 
Muner of this city for breach of promise. The 
damages claimed are $100,000. Miss Cam- 
merer is about twenty-two years old, educated, 
and refined. She is adaughter of Robert Cam- 
merer, @ Philadelphia architect. 

The family is not wealthy, bat when at the 
age of ten Miss Uaroline exhibited decided 
musical talent, 1t was decided to send her 
abroad for education. With her mother she 
sailed for Europe when she was fourteen years 
old and spent several years studying at Col- 
ogne and other places. While abroad she 
played for the late Dowager Empress Augusta 
of Germany at aprivate entertainment. She 
returned to Philadelphia and began giving 
music lessons to a number of pupils. Then she 
met the defendant, who is about sixty years 
old. Mr. Muller isa retired importer, and a 
prominent member of the Liederkranz and 
Arion Societies. : 

The case came to trial yesterday before Judge 
Ingraham, in Part IV. of the Supreme Court. 
The plaintiff was attended by her father; there 
were several fashionably-dressed ladies in the 
court room and a great array of legal talent, 
the leaders being the Hon. Daniel Dougherty 
and Col, Robert G. Ingersoll, respectively for 
plaintiff and defendant.

Muller again called for her, they rode up town 
on the Sixth-avenue elevated and walked across 
the Park. While passing turough the Park, at 
his invitation they sat upon one of the benches, 
and he told her that he loved her and wanted to 
make ber his wife. He recognized, he said, the 
disparity iu théir ages, but despite his age he 
was still youthful; he had an income of $16,000 
to $18,000 a year and would make her a good 
husband. She was overwhelmed with surprise 
and could not give him an answer. He gave 
her time for refleotion, but continued his atten- 
tions; took her to the Metropolitan Opera 
House to see “ Lobengrin” and other operas, 
and sent her presenta of flowers and other 
articles after her return to Philadelphia. 

In the following December he went to Phila- 
delphia and renewed his offer of marriage. She 
accepted him. This occurred on Veo. 17, with 
the approvalofhberfatner. Mr. Mullerreturned 
to New-York and a correspondence began. The 
letters were in German and Miss Cammerer, at 
her counsel’s request, gave the English of some

On Jan. 6, 1886, Mrs. Whittaker 
called on Miss Cammerer, suid she bad heard of 
the engagement, and asked Miss Cammerer' if 
she knew that Muller haa a wife who was in an 
insane asylum. Miss Cammerer had not heard 
of the fact and refused to believe it, but she 
sat down and wrote a letter to her aged fiancé, 
asking him aboutit. He replied that he would 
come over and explain everything. He went 
over, admitted that his wife was alive, fell on 
his knees, implored her forgiveness for the con- 
cealment, protested that he was an honorable

The lawyer said that 
Muller had secured an Indiana divorce; that it 
was all —_ and that the papers would be 
ready by Oct. 1. The marriage was deferred 
by her father's advice until the production of 
the divorce papers, but the engagement and 
correspondence continued until March, 1887, 
without the appearance of the papers. Mean- 
while Miss Cammerer had been made sick by 
the uncertainty and delay. Muller by that 
time had made all his preparations to goto 
Europe, and he insisted on having the marriage 
take place regardless of the divorce papers, 
put Mr. Cammerer said No, and his daughter 
sided with him. Finally one day Mr. Muller 
took the morning express to Philadelphia and 
proposed a mock marriage to his betrothed. She 
eaid no mock marriage would do for her. 
Muller left the house and did not return, but 
be wrote ber afterward, saying that he should 
ever hold herin high esteem, and expressed the 
hope that she would specdily recover her 
health.

PACIFIC MAIL BOOMERS COUNT ON 
HELP FROM WASHINGTON. 


Though it is being guarded from profane eyes 
with a good deul of care, a document is being 
circulated in Wall-street which professes to 
show exactly how each member o7 Congress is 
going to vote upon the question of appropriat- 
ing a subsidy to the Pasitic Mail Steamship 
Company. According to this document the ap- 
propriation is certain to be maae. A majority 
of the members of both houses of Congress are 
quoted as pledged to it. President Harrison, 
too, 18 said to favor the scheme, and it is 
averred, as if oftielally, that he will sign the bill 
which the financial backers of the Pacific Mail 
Company approve. 

The fact thatsuch a document as thisis in 
circulation in Wall-street so soon after the con- 
vening of Congress shows how very much in 
earnest and how industrious are these million- 
aire seckors for Government pap. The Presi- 
dent’s message so pleased and assured this 
especial Wall-street contingent that they at 
once dispatched to Washington two “confi- 
dential agents,” with the instructions to ocan- 
vass thoroughly both; Representatives and 
Senators upon the question of subsidies for 
American mall-carrying vessels. And it is the 
report made by these confidential agents which 
is now clroulating in Wall-street. 

According to this report there is a substantial 
majority 1n each house in favor of the subsidy 
scheme. Republican Congressmen are quoted 
as almost a unit for voting the Government 
funda into Wall-street purses, while a number 
of Democrats will help it along, if not by vot- 
ing for it, by atleast abstaining from voting 
againstit. Upon the strength of this report a 
big speocniative bull pool has been formed to 
Manipulate the market price of Pacific Mail 
stock. Mr. Jay Gould is said to be in this pool, 
along with one of his sons, who is President of 
the Pacific Mail Company. They profess to be 
so confident of patronage from Washington 
that there is talk of almost doubling the mar- 
ket price of the atock. 

This Pacific Mail Steamship Company which 
isthus expecting to gobble so biga ) Bad of 
Government fands has lately been showing the 
thoroughbred nature of ite devotion to Amer- 
icanism by ordering all of its new vessels built 
in Europe. 


LIEUT. FISK#H’S INVENTION. 


BIS RANGE FINDERS AND THEIR USE 
ABOARD SHIP. 


The range-finder instruments of Lieut. Fiske’s 
invention for the new cruiser Baltimore will be 
shipped to Norfolk in a few days by the Western 
Electric Light Company of this city. The Bal- 
timore’a set of range finders consists of four 


{ustruments, the mechanism of which is con- 


sidered far superior to that of the Chicago's 
range finders. 

The range finders weigh about two hundred 
pounds each. When mounted on the Baltimore 
one instrument will be placed on the topgallant 
forecaastie, another in the extreme after-part of 
the ship, and the rémaining two on the bridge, 
one at each end, For all broadside caloula- 
tions of distance the bow and stern instruments 
will be used. When in chase, or while being 


ursued, the bridge instruments will serve to 
o the work. 


The bow and stern instruments control an aro 
of the horizon of 140 degrees, or from well for- 
ward on either bow tu well aft on either quar- 
ter. Itiaintended to mount the stands per- 
manently, unsbipping the instruments when 
their services are not required. 

Judgiog from the working of the range finder, 
it oe that the gg ef obtaining accu- 
rately the distance of an object is disposed of. 
The only error noticeable in the calculations 
ia one which is known to nautical men as 
“refraction.” 80 small is this error, however, 
thatin the recent official test of the range 
finder ay error of only 8.10 per cent. was re- 
corded. None of the guns of the navy has its 
sights graduated finer than for fifty-yard in- 
tervals. The range finder can obtain distances 
accurately to within a few feet. 

A company has been formed to control the 
manufacture and sale of the instrument. It is 
understood that patents have been taken out 
abroad in eleven countries. It is said that the 
range finder san be used to advantage aboard 
coasting vessels and merchant ships generally 
in determining the distance of buoys, lignht- 
houses, &c. It goes without saying that if the 
range tinder can be used aboard ship it can also 
be used ashore, Sefarthe Fiske patent is the 
only one known to exist for service on board 
ship. Tho Italians, it is said, havea system 
of observing the position of a vessel from dif- 
Soren’ parte of aship simultaneously, but the 
method is decidediy crude. fhe cost of the 
Baltimore’s set otf instruments ig said to be 
about $1,000.

PROUD OF OUR SQUADRON 


THHE NEW ORUISHRS IN FOR- 
HIGN WATERS, 
VALUABLE EXPERIENCE GAINED AS TO 
COAL CONSUMPTION, SIGNALS, AND 

SLIGHT DEFECTS. 


LISBON, Deo, 27.—Several days in port have 
done wonders for the squadron of evolution, 
Scrubbing, qleaning, and painting have run 
riot, the crews have settled into routine, and 
Christmas is safely passed. 

It was ordered by signal from the flagship at 
the time of leaving Boston that in case of fog or 
thick weather the different ships should ind 1- 
cate their locations by sounding on the steam 
whistle their initial or call letter of the Morse 
code, using long and short bDiasts in place of dot 
and dash. No suflicient opportunity occurred 
for testing this plan and deciding on its merits. 
Perhaps with four ships it would be possible to 
Gistinguish the different calls, but with increas- 
ing numbers the limit would sonn be reached. 
The speed of the different ships was indicated 
by a ball and pennantin varying positions by 
day, and by two lights carried vertically at 
different heights and by stern lights at night. 

During the run routine signals were made 





. @ach day to the flagship as follows: At 9:30 in 


the morning the number of sick, and at noon, 
or as soon after as practicable, the latitude, 
longitude, and coal consumption. I[t was a 
matter of considerable interest and rivalry 
among the navigators and others to compare 
the various reports. The navigation results 
were not as close as itis hoped they will be 
when the squadron has been longer at sea, In 
this connection it would be ot much interest to 
the squadron If the Admiral would kindly signal 
to himself at noon each day his own latitude, 
or and coal consumption.

It will be seen that the course was a fairly 
straight one, and the distances were uniform 
in view of the varying weather. Several hours 
of the last afternoon were spent in swinging 
ship for compass deviation, and slow speed was 
maintained all night, 

During the passave the Chicago used five- 
twelfths boiler power for all purposes, includ- 
ing auxiliaries, such as heating, lighting, and 
distilling. She left port with one other double 
boiler in use, but hauled fires after crossing the 
bay. The Atlanta started under five-eighths 

ower, to have ample steam for emergencies in 
eaving port, but hauled fires in one boiler 
soon after getting out. During the trip 
across she used half power for all purposes. 
It was estimated that one boiler power 
was used for auxiliary purposes during the 
night (lighting extra) and something less in the 
daytime. The Boston used five-eighths power 
for all purposes the whole passage. The re- 
marks in regard to the Atlanta’s auxiliaries 
apply equally to her. The Yorktown used 
three-quarters power for all purposes while 
with the equadron.

To the Yorktown’s 11 tons remaining must 
be added 150 tons taken on board at Fayal as a 
precautionary measure. 

The amounts consumed are all high, due to 
the poor quality of the coal obtained at the 
Boston Navy Yard. It had been in store a long 
time, was very dirty, and contained a great 
quantity of slack. The showing in point of 
economy is greatly in favor of the larger ships. 
This is generally the case and is due to cme | 
causes, chief among which may be mention 
less resistance in proportion to size of hull and 
passanee proportional consumption for auxil- 

aries. 

In regard to the Yorktown, it may be stated 
that eight or nine knotsis not for heran eco- 
nomical speed. She isthe only vessel of the 
fleet having triple-expansion engines, which are 
designed to be economical with high pressure 
and hignspeeds, At eight knots the low-press- 
ure cylinder might with economy be dispensed 
with. The final pressure is so low and the con- 
densation so great that the main objectis sac- 
rificed. On the tripfrom Fayal to Lisbon she 
made avery much better showing. Starting 
between 9 and10 o’clockon the morning of 
Deo, 20, under three-fourths power, and increas- 
ing at 2:30 inthe morning ofthe 22d to full 

ower, natural draught, she arrived off Lisbon 

ar on the morning of the 23d just three days 
out, actual time. he distance was 920 sea 
Miles, and the average speed 12.8 knots. 
From noon of the 224, the remaining 320 miles 
were covered ina little less than 23 hours, 
showing an average of 14 knots, The weather 
was Pleasant with light to gentle breezes from 
southeast to  _uemabataate and along swell from 
the northward. 

The accidents to outfit or defects noticed 
were, in the main, of slight moment. The most 
serious mishap wasthat to the Yorktown’s 
steering gear, but it was, fortunately, attended 
with no evil results, The loss of the whaleboat 
oan only be considered asa chance of the sea, 
There were no defects in any part of her arma- 
ment or machinery. 

The Boston hada aslight — to her steer- 
ing engine, in the loosening of the shaft coup- 
ling, caused by the backing out of a couple of 
screws. The defect was remedied ina short 
time. At another time a small auxiliary steam 
pipe gave Way, and the engines were tempora- 
rily slowed to repair damages. The starboard 
lower boom was carried away by the crest of a 
wave that came over the bow during the heavy 
weather. 

Singularly enough, the Atlanta had just the 
same accident, with the addition that tne gun- 
wale of her second cutter was somewhat stove. 
The record of the latter ship comprises also the 
splitting of the foretopsall in reefing and the 
carrying away of both topgallantsatls and the 
main trysail at one time or another. A few 
leaks were sprung in the boiler tubes, though 
not of a serious nature. It will be remembered 
that these tubes developed considerable weak- 
ness at the Newport trials, and it was thought 
the Atlanta might be the lame duek of the 
squadron. A supply of new tubes was received 
at New-York and fitted on board. The engineer 
officers deserve much oredit for the present 
efficient showing. 

The Chicago met with no mishaps during the 
passage, but in anchoring at Lisbon one of the 
anchur chains parted, due to faulty welding, 
and the sheet anchor was lost. The location 
was buoyed, and the anchor may be recovered. 
It is understood the Portuguese naval authort- 
ties have offered to send divers to look fori, A 
curious mechanical defect was developed on 
the passage. Considerable water made its ap- 
pearance in the coal bunkers, store rooms, and 
otticers’ quarters, and could not be at first ac- 
counted for. On examination it was found that 
at the junction of the gun and spar deck scu 
per pipes toe tlanges in some instances failed to 
meet by severalinches. The water, instead of 
going overboard, escaped at the joint in con- 
siaerable quantities, with the results men- 
tioned. 

There were,few opportunities for drills on 
the way over $n account of bad weather. In 
case of necessity, is would have been possible 
to cast loose the battery in any except the worst 
of the weather. This is a great improvement 
over the old om when the motion seems to 
have been heavier and control of the guns more 
limited, due to the use of tackles iustead of 
goaring and bydraulic cylinders. 

The squadron makes an imposing sight at 
Lisbon, and @ gratifying one to Americans, 
who have not seenin this part of the worlda 
worthy fleet of theirown nationality since the 
days just after the war. These ships coming 
with hostile intent would be no mean antag- 
opists. 

The Portuguese have one iron-clad, the pride 
of their navy, the Vasco da Gama. Bhe is now 
anchored near the squadron, and presents a 
trim and warlike appesrauce. While not en- 
tirely new, dating from 1876, she is still a for- 
midable ship. She tsa broadside, armor-clad 
cruiser of 2,422 tons, with octagonal armored 
casemate amidships, ram bow, and armored 
belt the entire length. ‘rhe plates are of wrought 
iron, of from 6 to 10 inches in thickness. The 
battery consists of 2 ten-inch Krupp guns, 2 
six-inch Krupps, 3 forty-pounder Armstrongs, 
all breech loaders, and 2 Nordenfelt machine 
guns. ‘The other vessels in port are an old saiil- 
ing frigate and several gunboats and transports. 

On leaving here, Tangier will be the first port, 
where a couple of days will be spent, the 
squadron then going to Gibraltar forcoaL The 
next slopping place will probably be Cape 
Negro, on the Morocco coast, some twenty 
wiles inside the straits, where it is proposed to 
land tne battalions and spend a week in various 
drijls.

WATOHBD VERY CAREFULLY, 


CUSTOMS OFFICERS PAY MUCH ATTEN- 
TION TO THE CARRIE L. TYLER. 


The barkentine Carrie L. Tyler, which ar- 
rived late on the night of Wednesday, Jan. 8, 
after a long voyage from the East Indies, was 
met with what her commander regarded as a 
very warm reception by the Custom House 
officers at this port. Early on the morning 
after her arrival she was boarded, much to the 
astonishment of her officers, by thirteen or 
fourteen inspectors, headed by Special Treas- 
ury Agents Prior, Dowling, and Traitteur.

Although Capt. Lancaster and his wife have 

no fault to find with the courtesy of the officers 
who have been watching the little barkentine 
so carefully since Wednesday, they feel much 
injured that they should be singled out for such 
treatment while other vessels which arrived 
almost atthe same time from the same port 
Eingapore) are unwatched. The Custom House 
Officials say that the cause of the whole matter 
Was af anonymous letter received from Singa- 
pore warning them that the Tyler was to at- 
tempt to smuggle a quantity of Japanese bric- 
a-brac and ornaments. This anonymous letter 
May have been written by a German steward 
whom Capt. Lancaster discharged at Singapore 
for incompetency. One of the officers of the 
Tyler said yesterday: 
,.“ Another thing that perhaps strengthened 
the suspicions against us was the fact that, 
owing to our having engaged a towboat outside 
of Sandy Hook to dock us for $100, and that 
had we remained at quarantine over night our 
bargain would have been broken, we called 
out the doctor’s boat late at nient, received a 
elean bill of health, and came right up to our 
dock at about midnight without anchoring, as 
usual, at Quarantine. This may have looked 
queer, but was perfectly natural under the oir- 
cumstances, There is not five ceuts worth of 
dutiable stuff on board.” 





DISGRAOED THEIR UNIFORMS. 





TWO POLICEMEN OVERSTEP THE BOUNDS 
OY DUTY. 


Two policemen found themselves in an un- 
comfortable position at Jefferson Market Police 
Court yesterday. One was Patrolman Carlin 
of the Nineteenth Precinct. He arrested Ea- 
ward M. Earl, a waiterin the restaurant 357 
Sixth-avenue, for selling beer after hours Sat- 
urday night. It turned out that the policeman 
had invited a woman from the street to take 
supperin the restaurant with him, and at ten 
minutes after midnight they ordered some beer. 
Then he arrested the waiter for serving it at 
that hour. Justice Hogan discharged the waiter 
and reprimanded the policeman for his conduct. 

The other case was that of Patrolman Frank 
J. Straub of the Ninth Precinct. He was ac- 
cused of assault by Kate Murray of 143 West 
Sixteentn-street and by Willett Cropsey of 3 
Jones-street.

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RAPID TRANSIT DISCUSSED 
THE SOHEME OF THE OITY 
RAILWAY RHKOALLED. 

A DIRECTOR OF THAT COMPANY SAYS 

THERE CAN BE NO RAPID TRANSIT 


UNDER THE PRESENT LAWS. 


Among the rapid transit schemes that ro- 
ceived a large measure of popular commenda- 
tion when its plan was firat laid before the pub- 
lie in THE Times of March 18, 1888, was that of 
the City Railway Company. It proposed to 
build aline from a starting point in the block 
bounded by South, Front, Moore, and Whitehall 
streets, through the blocks and across the 
streets east of the Produce Exchange, crossing 
Broadway just south of Rector-street and pro- 
ceeding northward west of Sixth-. venue to Fifty- 
Bixth-street, aud thence to Fiity-ninth-street 
west of Eighth-avenue, and thence to the Har- 
lem River, Its plan contemplated the outright 
purchase of the right of way, except the streets, 
permission to cross which was to be asked of 
the city authorities. The road was to be con- 
structed just beneath the grade line, was to 
be a four-track road, with provision for ex- 
press trains to run ata high speed, with long 
distances between stations, and for accommo- 
dation trains with frequent stops. The build- 


ings along the right of way were to be recon- 
structed in a permanent and fire-proof manner. 

The persons in the organization were of a 
character that stamped the enterprise as 
financially solid. A large number of en- 
gineers of good standing investicated the 
project and gave it their approval. Extensive 
surveys of the route, covering every building 
zlong the line with its lcovels and every pipe in 
the streets, were made, and notices were served 
on a large number of property owners of pro- 
ceedings to condemn the property for the right 
of way. Then came the amended act ‘to 
secure adequate compensation for tne right to 
construct, maintain, use, operate, or extend 
street railroads in cities and villages,’’ Chapter 
564 of the Laws of 1889; and now one of the 
Directors of this company says that until that 
law 18 amended there will be no rapid transit 
in New-York City other than the elevated rail- 
road company chooses to give. 

“The Cantor act, with its amendments, was 
never intended by the authors nor the munici- 
pal authorities to apply to a rapid transit com- 
pany that intended to purchase its own right of 
way through private property. It hadin con- 
templation originally only such roads as pro- 
posed to oveupy the streets, and was enacted 
for the purpose of securing to the city, and thus 
to the public, a fair compensation for the sur- 
render of the thoroughfares, which must, in the 
nature of things, convey an exclusive use to 
the eorporation which should purchase tne 
right. But the act has been amended from 
time to time, and has been given a construction 
which will effectually prevent any new com- 
vany from gaining a foothold in this city. It 
cos placed a power in the hands of the elevatea 
railroad company by means of which tbey can 
defeat the efforts of any kind of rapid transit 
sompany to construct and operate a road. I[’li 
teil you how itis: 

“This company intended to proceed under the 
General Kuilroad act with the construction of its 
road, having the best legal advice that its 
owere under that law at the time were ample, 

utunder a recent decision of the Court of 
Appeals itis beld that arailroad of the sind 
we contemplated building would be a street 
railroad within the intent and meaning ot the 
law, and that would bring us under the opera- 
tion of the Cantor act and of the laws prevent- 
ing the use of Broadway and other streets ‘in 
any way. See, now, what under the present 
law this company would haye to contend 
against. mye 

* By Section 1,946 of the Consolidation act 
we are prohibited from locating our road ‘ over, 
under, through, or across Broadway or Fitth- 
avenue below Fifty-ninth-streat, Fourth-avenuse 
above Forty -second-street, in the city of New- 
York, nor over, under, through, or across such 
portions of streets and avenues as are already 
legally designated for the maia line of, or occu- 
pied by, an elevated or underground railway.’ 
This would prohibit our crossing under Broaa- 
way below Rector-street, as we contemplated, 
and it would prevent our crossing unier the 
elevated railroad at any of the places sug- 
gested, 

“ Then, supposing these restrictions were ra- 
moved—and, bear in mind, they apply to all 
kinds of possible rapid transit railroad lines— 
we would have to defend our proposed right of 
way, not against honest competition with an 
honest competitor who would want, like our- 
seives, to get the right of way for the purpose 
of building a road and getting it in operation 
as quickly as possible for the profit there is in 
it, but against a giant corporation that is al- 
ready in occupation of the choicest available 
routes, and is hedged about by this and other 
legisiation, whose interast consist in preventing 
as long as possible the construction of any 
competing rapid transit railroad of any kind, 

“Suppose we were already in possession, as 
owners, of all the private property we wanted 
for the construction of our road, and should ask 
the privilege of crossing under the streets from 
block to block, the Controller would have to sell 
the privilege at auction. Now, hootber company 
in the world would have any adverse or com- 
petitive interest to ours except the elevated 
railroad company. And theirinterest would be 
to prevent the building of our road, or to make 
the cost of the franchise to us as much as they 
possibly could. 

“We are prevented from treating with the 
city directly for a fair annual compensation for 
the comparatively small privileges we want, 
but must face this competition and muat agree 
to pay an annual percentage of our gross ra- 
ceipte to the city besides buying our right of 
way through private property. Now, at any 
such sale the elevated railroad company can 
well afford to appear and bid an extravagant 
percentage of the gross receipts for the fran- 
chise of crossing tbe streets underground with 
a railroad, which they would probably never 
build, and, if they built it, would probably 
never operate. 

“The law provides that the purchaser—which 
must be a regularly organized railroad oom- 
puny—shall begin the construction of the road 
within one year and complete it within three 
years from the dateof sale, The security re- 
quired for the payment of the percentage and 
the construction and operation of the road is 
a bond in such sum as the Controller may re- 
quire. Now, the elevated railroad company 
ean afford te bid a sufficient percentage to erip- 
ple any new company that would undertake to 
puild either an underground, arcade, or via- 
duct road through private property any where 
in this city, along any route that would 
be considered valuable. They could defaults en- 
tirely on the obligation in ease they were suc- 
cessful and the bond were for anything less 
then a million of Gollars or even a million and 
a half and pay the bond, Or they might con- 
ptruct the transverse tunnels, and, not having 
the right of way through the blocks, never con- 
Biruct the connecting links and never have a 
continuous line of road to operate. Conse- 
quently they would have no gross receiptsupon 
which to pay a percentage. 

“The proposition seems ridiculous, but it 
illustrates fully the point to make that the 
Cantor act was not intended to apply to a road 
constructed through the biocks, and shows that 
the law was framed so as to favor the elevated 
railroad company and perpetuate its monopoly 
of the rapid transit business of this great city. 
Furthermore, before any company will be in 
position to bid for such a franchise 1t must be- 
come an organized railroad corporation, with 
capital sufficient to carry the project through 
in case it succeeds at the public letting. 

“For this purpose they must take the initia- 
tive and lay out the route and make the surveys 
and get all the data together from which a care- 
ful estimate can be made of the probable cost 
ofsuch aroad. When this is done, and the ex- 

ense is way Up among the thousands of dol- 

ars, they have got to outbid the elevated and 
any other railroad companies that may,bid for 
the franchise. New-York wiil find that so long 
as the elevated railroad company is given such 
a club as exists in the present laws there will 
be no provision of real rapid transit.” 








BUSINESS ON THE BIG BRIDGE. 

Walking was good on the Brooklyn Bridge 
during December, according to the monthly re- 
port of the Treasurer submitted to the Trustees 
at yesterday’s moeting, and there were 104,527 
fares ob the promenade atl cent, while 139,- 
800 persons bought bunches of promenade 
tickets, twenty-five for 5 cents, On the rail- 
road there were 1,530,408 fares at 3 cents, and 
1,679,300 who bought tickets at ten for 25 
centa. The total receipts ior the month were 
$95,904 19, of which $45,136 71 came from 
New-York while the Brookiyn fare take rscol- 
jected $50,167 48. Of this total the promenade 
yielded $1,324 57, the carriage ways, $6,082 33, 
and the railroad $87,896 99. The inorease in 
total over December, 1888, was $9,957 48. The 
daily average of passengers by promenade and 
Tailroad was 110,894, and the month’s total 
$3,437,705. Expenses for the month amounted 
to .581 74, With the balance in bank and 
on hand on Dee, 1, the amount available above 
expenses atthe beginning of the new year was 
$141,645 27.

THE REPORT OF THE YOUNG WOMEN’S 
CHRISTIAN ASSOCIATION. 


The nineteenth annual meeting of the Young 
Women’s Christian Association was held in the 
hall of the association building, 7 East Fit- 
teenth-strect, yesterday morning, and two or 
three hundred ladies were in atteudance. The 
following officers for the ensuing year, elected 
several days ago, were ratified by the general 
meeting: President—Mrs. Clarence E. Beebe; 
First Vice President—Miss M. A. Stimpson; Sec- 
ond Vice President—Mrs. Elliott I. Shepard; 
Treasurer—Mrs, M. T. Cockcroft; Assistant 
Treasurer—Miss Van Buren; Recording Secre- 
tary—Miss Fletcher H. Bangs. The Correspond- 
ing Secretaryship, from which Mrs. Bangs has 
just retired, remains to be filled. 

The annual report, read by Mrs. Bangs, shows 
many interesting facts in regard to the 
work of the association during the year just 
ended. The Bible class conducted by the asso- 


ciation has now 1,215 permanent and 5,423 
transient members; the Society of United Work- 
ers received during the year 920 visitors, the 
largest number present on any one evening 
being 90; the Committee on Education and En- 
tertainments gave many social evenings during 
1889, which were largely attended, and all the 
classes were More than usually successful in 
point of attendance. So large, indeed, was the 
number of working young women who desired 
to avail themselves of the privileges extended 
that ‘the association found that it had 
not room enough to accommodate them 
all nor money enough to supply their 
wants. Self-supporting young women, without 
regard to race or religion, are allowed to enter 
the classes, Which comprise many branches of 
educational and industrial instruction. At the 
close of the term there were 910 young women 
under instruction, 

In the library, which contains about 12,000 
volumes presented to the association, 30.471 
books were in circulation during the year 
among 3,793 readers. The great mo«jority of 
books loaned were works on the more serious 
subjects of life; the percentage of fiction read 
was comparatively small. The library is free, 
but to self-supporting women only. During the 
past year a ‘foreign room” was aided to it—a 
room containing foreign publications and for- 
eign books. 

The employment bureau, which now ocen- 
pies its new and commodious offices in the ex- 
tension to the building, and which charges a fee 
of $1 for six months to employers and 50 cents 
for the same length of time to applicants. had 
registered on its books the names of 2,603 em- 
ployers and 2,039 applicants. Positions were 
secured for 1,874 young women. The needle- 
work department supplies to women who are 
unable to buy it the material for fancy work 
and then purchases the work, assuming itself 
the risk of future sale. It also has classes in 
which instruction in needlework fs given. Last 
year this department spent $6,884 73 in thus 
assiating deserving women. The board di- 
rectory, whieh furnishes respectable homes to 
respectable women, did much good work during 
the vear. 

The report of the Treasurer was in the main 
a gratifying one. The receipts were $27,683 32; 
the expenditures were $27,518 78, leaving a 
balance On hand, including a balance which re- 
mained at the end of 1888, of $772 65. The 
principal items of expense were $11,485 for 
Salaries and wages; 7,711 75 for class ex- 
penses; $1,858 for wood andcoal; $1,931 96 
for furnishings and repairs, and $1,187 for 
printing and stationery, Principal sources of 
income were: Donations. $11,877 50; subserip- 
tions, $4,749; donations, Asbury Park (where 
cottages were furnished during the Summer to 
275 young women) account, $1,325; interest 





account, $3,785; loan from building fund, 
$2,135.

HE INTRODUCES A NEW RULE, BUT SAYS 
HE WILL MAKE FEW CHANGES. 


Arm in arm with ex-Marshal McMahon Mr, 
John W. Jacobus, the new incumbent of the of- 
tice of United States Marshal, entered the 
court room of Judge Addison Brown yesterday 
morning and took the oath of office, With him 
was his newly-appointed Chief Clerk, John E. 
Kennedy, who was also swornin, In tho cor- 
ridor Mr. McMahon was met by his old staff of 
Deputy Marshals, and he was forced to hold an 
impromptu levee. All of them bade him fare- 
well, and all said they were sorry for his 
leaving. 

Then Marshal Jacobus was escorted to the 
oftices of the Marshal by Gen. McMahon, and 
he, too, held alevee and received the Many 
friends who came to congratulate him. On his 
desk he found a magnificent bouquet, the gift 
of the attachés of the office. 

Marshal Jacobus said he contempiated few 
changes in the personnel of the staft, which, 
as organized by his predecessor, was in splendid 
working order. He said that later on, when he 
had an opportunity to judge of the needs of the 
service, sone changes in minor places might be 
found to be necessary. He, however, formu- 
lated a rule that was not in vogue under his 
predecessor. Itis that his men must be depu- 
tized to act and make arrests in each individual 
case committed to their charge. Heretofore, 
the Deputy Marshals, on being givena warrant 
to execute, proceeded immediately to the per- 
formance of their duty, and, when it was per- 
formed, they made the returns on the papers. 
Under the new rule the Deputy Marshals must 
receive special authority to act in each case 
from the Chief Clerk, who then makes the re- 
turn to the court. 

Some of the men say the newrule will not 
work, as it will involve unnecessary delays and 
retard the execution of warrants. The pew 
Marshal thinks it will be an improvement over 
the old method.

DIANA DOVEY DEAD.

A WOMAN WHOSE LIFE WAS SPENT IN 
DOCTORING DOGS, CATS, AND BIRDS. 


Diana Dovey, wife of B. G. Dovey, died at 
her home, 26 West Fourth-street, on Saturday 
last of pueumonia brought on by la grippe, 
Mrs. Dovey’s life had been a strange one. She 
was an Englishwoman, fifty-seven years old. 
She came to New-York thirty-five years ago, 
ehortly afterward married Mr. Dovey, and ever 
since the couple have been jointly and success- 
fully engaged in doctoring the ills of dogs, cats, 
birds, and all other kinds of domestic pets, 
Their place of business hus been often changed, 
but they have always remained in the district 
lying south of Washington-square. 

The reputation that they acquired as healers 
of domestic pets, while not national, is farfrom 
being local, as patients have trequently been 
forwarded to them from all parts of this and 
adjoining States. 

Mrs. Dovey’s specialty has been the treat- 
meut of cats, birds, and poodle dogs. Her eall- 
ing bas made her known toa host of fashion- 
able owners of aristocratic pets in this city—so 
much so that hardly a day passed, and often 
several times a day. carriages that would in- 
stantly be recognized on the Central Park 
drives rolled up to the Dovey establishment to 
convey Mrs. Dovey to scenes of canine or fe- 
line suffering. , 

Mrs. Dovey’s influence over her peculiar pa- 
tients was remarkable. By fondling them their 
malady seemed to disappear, and it was seldom 
that restored health did not result from her 
treatment. Personally she loved the pets for 
whom she labored, and never was as happy as 
when in her own home, surrounded by a collec- 
tion of cats, birds, and dogs, which, under her 
training, had learned to live in peace and har-

IN THE ATHLETIC WORLD 


QUESTIONS DECIDED BY THE 
STATEN ISLAND CLUB. 

JANSSEN UPHELD—THE BERKELEY: 
LADIES’ ATHLETIC GLUBHOUSE— 
BOXER CAHILI’S AMATEUR STANDING, 


Several members of the Staten Island Ath- 
letic Club have complained recently of the way 
the athletic department was managed by F. W. 
Jaussen, Chairman of the Athletic Committee, 
They have charged that Mr. Janssen was negill- 
gent in what they were pleased to call his duty 
in regard to entering them in games, and the 
result has been an unpleasant strife in that 
club. 

Mr. Janssen is now serving his third year as 
Chairman of the Athletic Committee of the 
club, and for seven years he has been one of its 
Board of Governors. He has worked untiringly 
in advancing the club’s athletic interests, and 
has aimed to carry out the policy outlined at 
various times by the board, but it appears that 
lately he has been a mark for criticism. Desir- 
ing to obtain official instructions frrm the Board 
of Governors of his club in regard to the ques- 
tions of entering athletes in games and paying 
their expenses, and thus to place the responsi- 
bility of the matter upon that body, Mr. Jans- 
sen offered several resolutions at a meeting of 
the board last Saturday evening. The resolu- 


tions asked that the expenses of the athletes at 
games be paid by the club, and that a training 
table and professional trainer be provided for 
them. He put his resolutions in this form both 
in behalf of the athletes and to obtain official 
instruction from the board, 

Tho result is the following circular which Mr. 
Janssen hus sent to the athletes of his club: 

Hereafter the club will not pay any expenses of 
athletes to any meeting other than championship 
games. 

On and after March 1, 180, the club will not pay 
the entrance fees of any athiete in any games other 
than championships. 

The club wiil, however, pay the entrance fees and 
expenses to all championship meetings of such ath- 
letes as are in the opinion of the Chairman of the 
ace Committee qualified to properly represent 

6 club. 

The club during the coming season will not en- 
gage a professional trainer or track master, nor 
will the club provide free meals for any athlete 
while in training. 

The Board of Eirectors of the Staten Island Ath- 
letic Club, while considering the strict definition of 
atrue amateur, has conoluded to strictly enforce 
the above decisions, The Amateur Athletic Union 
has adopted a blank form on which all entries 
in any games held under its rules must hereafter 
be made, copies of which will be fopwarded to you 
as soon as furnished me by the Amateur Athletic 
Union. After March 1 your entry on these forms, 
properly filled out by you, are to be forwarded 
direct to the respective vlubs at whose games you 
desire to compete, at the same time inclosing your 
entrance fee. At all championship meetings the 
entries to same are to be sent to the Chairman of 
the Athletic Committee of this olub. 

This shows that Mr. Janssen’s course in his 
department has been approved of, and that the 
Board of Governors of the Staten Island Ath- 
letic Club proposes to assume, at Mr. Janssen’s 
request, the responsibility of the policy of its 
athletic department, in carrying out which Mr. 
Janssen has been criticised, There are other 
Interests in the club to be looked after, such a 
baseball, lacrosse, ericket, and rowing, for 
which appro riations are made from time to 
time. Wben Mr. Janssen has asked for money 
for his departinent he has spent what has been 
allowed him in the way he deemed best for his 
club, without regard to individual athletes, 
and to all appearanees his work has been sat- 
isfactory to the board. 


The new clubhouse of the Berkeley Ladies’ 
Athletic Club, at 23 West Forty-fourth-stree t, 
will be thrown open to-morrow evening, when 
this club, formed to promote physical culture 
among young women, will formally begin its 


career, The club has been In existence for some 
time, but bas been waiting for its new club- 
nouse before beginning really active work. 

The clubhouse ts the finest of the kind iu the 
world. It adjoins the Berkeley Athletio Club. 
The building occupies a lot 28 by 110 feet, 
being just half the size of the elubhouse occu- 
pied by the men, and presenting the same gen- 
eral design. The two buiidings may be called 
one, The ladies have the use of the spacious 
parlor in the daytime that is thrown open to 
the men at night, and a door from their gym- 
nasium opens out upon the running track which 
1s suspended around the side of the men’s gym- 
nasium. 

The basement of the young women’s building 
is devoted to three bowling alleys und a swim- 
ming bath. The ground floor is given up toa 
corridor, a prettily-furnished reception room, 
and two rooms occupied by Dr. Mary T. Bissell, 
the medical director of the club, where meas- 
urements are taken and examinations made, as 
in all well-regulated py meesiane. Above, these, 
in the front part of the building, is the large 
parlor, back of which is a library and reading 
room. The third floor is given up to dressing 
rooms, lockers, bath, and toilet rooms, ent 
above these, on the top floor, is the gym- 
nasium.

The enterprise has already re 
ceived hearty support, and will probably lead 
to the giving of more general attention to the 
physical development of women. It follows 
the great popularity of athletic clubs for men, 
and bids fair to become as popular as the club 
adjoining.

Tighe’s action brings his club into a position of 
direct antagonism to the union, and makes 
within its ranks two dissatisfied clubs—the Va- 
runas and the Scottish-Americans, The latter 
club, however, has acted in @ very fair manner 
toward the union in regard to Cahill.

THE MOWATT WILL OASE. 





THE SINGULAR STORY THAT THE DE- 
FENSE PROMISES TO PROVE. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, Jan. 13.—The main feature in 
the Mowatt will case to-day was the opening for 
the defense by Mr. John M. Gardner of New- 
burg. He said that a few days after the fu- 
neral of Mr. Mowatt, Nicholas Hopper, who 
married a sister of the deceased and who, the 
counsel said, 1s one of the conspirators in the 
case, got the will and suggested to Mary Mow- 
att, to whom all the property had been left, 
that he would like totake it to Newburg, to 
which Miss Mowatt objected. Shortly after, 
Mrs. Hopper asked Miss Mowatt to give her 
$4,000. A week or two afterward, Augustus 
Mowatt called at Miss Mowatt’s house and 
wanted to know to whom the testator had left 
his property. Miss Mowatt told him that Mr. 
Cassidy, a Newburg lawyer, had the will. Au- 
gustus told her she could not have any of the 
money, and,itshe would not divideit,they would 
prove that she had been improperly famillar 
with her brotuer. 

Mary Mowatt went to see Mr. Hopper and 
told him what Augustus had said, and Hopper 
told her he had no doubt that Augustus would 
do as he said, that they would disgrace her and 
her family, and if they did so it would set aside 
the will. She asked Hopper as her friend if she 
ought to employ counsel, and Hopper told her 
that this would disgrace her more. Two weeks 
after, Hopper came to her and told her that 
Augustus and Theodore Mowatt were going to 
compel her todo one thing orthe other. The 
next morning Theodore and Augustus Mowatt 
and Mr. Hopper came to her house. Augustus 
commenced to talk, and she told him that after 
what he had charged her with she would not 
listen to him. Then Theodore said to her: 
“You have got to divide this money. We have 
witnesses to prove that you bave had illicit in- 
tercourse with your brother.” 

Both Theodore and Augustus kept talking 
this way to her all the time, and Hopper, who 
was in the room, said nothing until after Theo- 
dore and Augustus were gone. Then Hopper 
said to her, ‘‘For God’s sake, do this thing and 
save the family! They are coming again to- 
night with an agreement, and you must sign it.” 

Mary replied: ‘‘ You are the only friend I’ve 
got. Will it beright for me todo this?’ Hopper 
replied: ‘* You must doit.” Miss Mowatt want- 
ed to go and see Mr. Cassidy of Newburg and 
consult with him, but Hopper wouldn’t let her. 
When the parties came to Poughkeepsie to have 
the will admitted to probate she wanted to talk 
with Mr. Cassidy, who was on the train, but 
Hopper would not let her, and when the train 
arrived here Hopper put her in a earriage 
and took her toa hotel and kept her there 
untilit was timeto goto the Surrogate’s of- 
fice, where in two minutes’ talk she signed the 
agreement to divide the property and departed, 
not being allowed tosay a word to Mr. Cas- 
sidy, Who was in the court room. 

Mr. Gardner said further that the defense 
would prove that Hopper and others lied to 
the nephews in the West, told them they 
couldn’t get a cent out of the will, kept them 
away from Miss Mowatt, and finally got them 
to settle for $1,000 each ana let their share in 
the property drop, and Miss Mowatt, without 
having seen the nephews, made out the checks 
tor $1,000 for each of them, when, 1n fact, 
there was deposited for them in the Quassaick 
Bank, Newburg, $10,000 in checks, bonds, &c. 
Miss Mary Mowatt will be called to the stand

HERMIT OF JACKS HOLLOW. 
OLD JOHN TOWLION AND HIS FRUIT- 


LESS SEARCH FOR GOLD. 


WILLIAMSPORT, Penn., Jan. 13.—Like a 
withered leaf, feeble in health and with hair as 
white as snow, is John Towlion, the hermit, 
who lives on the mountains of Jack’s Hollow, 
a few miles north of this city. His cabin or 
shanty, as it may be properly termed, is no 
larger than an ordinary watch box at a rail- 
road crossing. It is situated on the side of the 
hill and is hidden, as it is protected, from the 
winds by huge trees. A stove and a bench are 
its contents. Herehe has lived for many years, 
during which time hehas been engaged in an 
unprofitablé enterprise—digging for gold. 
Around his hut there are at least a dozen holes, 
not one of which is less than fifteen feet in 
depth. All were dug by the hermit in his vain 
search for the hidden treasure. 

Old Towlion is what he is called, and almost 
everybody hereabout knows him. He travels 
over every section of the country, and the 
school children are among his best friends, 
begging calamus from him whenever they see 
him. The calamus be digs on the mountain 
near his home, and he is a great chewer of the 
herb. He keepsa memorandum of all the coun- 
try butcherings and begs the cowtails from the 
farmers, of which he makes soup. 

To a few he has told the story of his life. He 
was born in Germany, where he grew to be a 
man. He Joved a sweet little German girl, and 
his love was of an unquenchable kind. But his 
sweetheart did not return his affections and 
jilted him for a young preacher. The blow was 
too much for John Towlion. Germany had no 
charms for him, and he came to America, only 
to lose his mind some time later. Death will 
soon end his life. The solitary thread is already 
worn thin, and to all appearances the o)d hermit 
is near death’s door. 





THE SEARCH FOR DEAD AT JOHNSTOWN, 

JOHNSTOWN, Penn., Jan. 13.—Ever since Oct. 
24 the search for the dead has been continued 
by the aid of liberal contributions. It was at 
that time, or a short time before, that the forces 
hired by the State were discontinued, but the 


howl that went up by the few who were left 
seems to have been well grounded, and contri- 
butions were taken up and the work went on. 
Since Oct. 24 twenty-six bodies have been re- 
covered—seventeen males and nine females. 
Eleven of the twenty-six have been identified. 
Fifteen of the bodies were found at Coopers- 
dale, and it 1s thought that many more are 
buried in the sand and wreckage at that point. 
The search will be continued, as there is still 
$2,400 in the fund, and eftorts will be made to 
secure additional eontributions to carry on the 
work. Ten bodies are now at the Morgue. 





NO ONE APPLIED TO BE EXAMINED, 

The examination for Tea Inspector, which 
was to have been held to-morrow at the Ap- 
praiser’s Stores, has been indefinitely post- 
poned. The unusual reason is given by Ex- 
aminer Babcock of the Civil Service Commis- 
sion that there are no candidates. It wasn’t 
generally known that there had been a date 
named for the examination. A tea broker 
who wants the place found it out accidentally. 
He went to see Appraiser Cooper abeutit. Mr. 
Cooper informed him that the examination 
was to be confined to the employes of the Ap- 
praiser’s Stores only, Butita on that there 
were no employes who believed they could pass, 
so they didn’t apply. The position has beeh 
vacant since last May, the work being per- 
formed by the tea sampler. For some reason, 
based on technical grounds, that officer is de- 
barred from the examination. 








COURT SUITS CONSOLIDATED. 

The calendar of Judge Lacombe’s United 
State Circuit Court has become so burdened 
with Custom House cases and cases involving 
suits for the recovery of duties alleged to have 
been illegally exacted by Collectors Hedden, 
Magone, and Erhardt, that yesterday his Honor 
made an order by which one bundred and two 
suits brought by thirteen plairtiffs were coneoli- 
dated into thirteen sults, As the suits of each of 
the thirteen involve cases in law thatcan as well 
be decided in one trial as by a dozen. The names 
of the plaintiffs and the number of suits of each 
are as follows: Henry Motier, 15; R. F. Down- 
ing, 3; 8. H. Wilson, 12; M. Tompkins, 4; 8. W. 
Richardson, 11; T. H. O’ Neil, 5; Daniel Martin, 
4; Joseph Morgan, 12; Wiillam Gribbon, 8; R. 
G. Glendenning, 16; J. O. Lerndorf, 4; J. Sterr- 
feld, 4, and F. 8 Pinkus, 4. This will materially 
reduce the calendar. 


THE FLACK CASE,

Counsel added Meeks would probably not 
be able to appeer in court Guring the current 
term. Judge Barrett said he was unwilling to 
adjourn thé ease over the term without having 
Meeks examined, and he appointed Dr. Owen

the conrt on Thureday morning. Judge te 
said he would then decide whether or not he 
would adjourn the ease over the term.

RAILROADS OF THE STATE 





THE ANNUAL REVIEW O8 


THEIR CONDITION. 
STATEMENTS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
OF THE BOARD OF COMMISSIONERS 
—NEEDED LEGISLATION. 


The seventh annual report of the Board oi 
Railroad Commissioners of the State of New- 
York was transmitted to the Legislature ye3- 
terday. The present Commissioners are Will 
iam E. Rogers, Isaac V. Baker, Jr., and Michael 
Rickard. 

During the year ending Sept. 30, 1889, busi- 
ness was largely increased and rates main- 
tained. Toward the close of 1888 reckless com- 
Detition led to the organization of the Iuter- 
state Commerce Railway Association, and an 
agreement which is still in force. The ar- 
ticles are signed by the Grand Trunk, 
the New-York Central and Hudson River, 
the West Shore, the New-York, Onta- 
rie and Western, the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western, the New-York, Lake Erie and 
Western, the Pennsylvania, the Lehigh Valley, 
the Philadelphia and Reading, and the Balti- 
more and Ohio Companies. Peaceful relations 
were maintained, and, the Commissioners say, 
are like to be continued. Yet the Commussion- 
ers believe the diminution of competition is 
chiefly due to the great increase of business 


and *‘ the long and short haul provision of the 
Inter-State Commerce act.” This act, the Com 
missioners point out, makes it impossible for a 
railroad to reduce its through rates without re- 
ducing its locals, and no road can afford to re- 
duce both, particularly no road in the Eastern 
States. Hence the act “ has been instrumenta 
in maintaining the stability of rates and o 
great benefit to the railroads aud community.’ 

The Commissioners point out many abuses in 
management which still exist, such as the in< 
tentional delay in the return of freight cars by 
certain roads, the permitting favored customerg 
to use freignt cars as warehouses, and the re- 
duction of rates to an unduly low point on cer- 
tain articles, ‘‘as, for instance, soft coal in 
order to bring a competitor to terms, with an 
unjust rise after the result is ascompiished.” 

Great erg is experienced by roads acting 
in good faith in adjusting rates so that roads 
having longest routes and poorest facilities can 

obtain a satisfactory share of business without 
oo rates to a point unpfofitable to all. 

ooling 1s prohibited by law, and ustment is 
therefore attempted by “ differen als.” The 
result is uncertain, and there is a constant 
tendency toward ths absorption of the weaker 
reads by the stronger, and toward a eral 
consolidation of all railroads in great groups, 
as in England. The Commissioners are uncer- 
tain about the outcome, put say that “the 
leaven of consolidation is at work.” 

The gross earnings of ali the railroads in the 
State during the yesr from operation were 
$153,537,208 19, and the net earnings, 
$51,807,714 31. The percentage of net income 
to capital stock was 3.06, against 3.03 the 
preceding year. 

The number of passengers killed on the rail- 
roads of the State during es year was 22, and 
the number injured 135. be number of em- 
ployes killed was 119 and injured 712. Tha 
whole number killed, including passengers, 
employes, persons walking on track, &c, waa 
589, and the number injured 1,105. That is an 
increase of 36 in the number killed over the 
previous year. Of the employes 16 were killed 
and 77 injured trom causes beyond their own 
control. The most serious cause of death to 
employes was from walking on the track, and 
the next most serious cause was failing from 
trains, engines, or cars. The Commissioners re- 
peat their recommendation for the construction 
of a low railing around the roofs of freight cars 
for employes to catchin case of slipping, an 
say itis **as necessary as the bulwarks of a ves: 
selin astormy sea.” They add that the adop- 
tion of continuous train brakes would obviate 
the danger, but say that thoagh the subject haz 
been under consideration little progress ap- 
pears to have been yet made. Automatic coup- 
lers are especially commended to the attention 
of the Inter-State Commerce Commission. The 
third greatest number of deaths comes trom 
coupling cars. 

The most serious cause of death to persona 
not passengers oremployes on railroads waa 
from walking and being on the tracks, Tha 
next most serious cause to such persons waa 
being run over at crossings. Of the forty-tive 
killed and forty-six injured at crossings, six- 
teen were killed and sixteen injured where 
there were gates or flagmen, and the others 
where there were neither. The Commissioners 
regret that, as a rule, railroads do not pass over 
or under highways, and repeat their recom- 
mendation requiring newly-constracted roaus 
to observe guch arule. They also favor alaw 
providing that no new highway shall be opened 
at grade across a railroad track except by order 
of court. 

“Heating cars by steam from the loco- 
motive,” the Commissioners say, “is now an 
accomplished fact in the State of New-York,” 
the time for heating by any other system hav- 
ing expired Nov. 1,1889. “The syetem,” they 
add, “ works fairly well only. The temperature 
of steam is so high and the pipes get hot so 
quickly if the valves are much opened that the 
utmost care is necéssary upon the part of the 
train men to keep an even or comfortable tem- 
perature.” 

The Commissioners complain that, though tha 
law makes it their duty to recommend new 
laws and amendments to laws, the Legislature 
does not act upon their recommendations. 
Nevertheless, they again perform their duty by 
urging the adoption of the following measures: 

First—An amendment to the act creating the 
Board of Raiiroad Commissioners, providing that 
the recommendations thereof may be reviewed by 
the courts, and when found just and reasonable 
enforced by mandamus or other appropriate action, 
subject to appeal in the usual way. 

This measure has been recommended by numer. 
ous individuals, organized commercial bodies, the 
press, the Chamber of Commerce of the State of 
New-York, two Attorney Generals, and the Court 
of Appeals. It is absolutely necessary to enable 

,the board to redress many of the grievances which 
“come before it, for which there is no other redress, 
and in the nature of things cannot be. 

Second—An act to amend Section 24 of the Gen- 
eral Railroad act with regard to grade crossings. It 
has three objects in view: 

1. To prevent railroads hereafter constructed 
from crossing highways at grade, 

2. To prevent new highways being opened over 
railroads at grade. 

3. To provide for the separation of grades be- 
tween railromls and highways at present grade 
crossings. 

These provisions are so desirable thatit would 
seem to be unnecessary to enter into a discussion 
of their merits. 

The bill is carefully prenened, 80 that action may 
be begun by aggrieved parties. Provision le made 
for the interests of abutiing property holders. 

This measure, or some kindred one, is absolutely 
necess#ty to do away with the constant dangers 
and intolerable inconveniences at many grade oross- 
ings of the State. Thereis no law at present under 
which any satisfactory redress can be obta 

Third—An act to prohibit street railroads here- 
after laying centre-bearing rails, and to compel 
such companies to replace the centre-bearing rail 
now laid with a rail of better construction at th 
rate of 20 per centam per annum, when so required 
to do by the local authorities of any city or village 
of the State. 

This measure is particularly advocated by the 
city authorities and citizens of New-York. 

Fourth—An act toamend chapter 218 of the Laws 
of 1839, known as the “ Leasing act,” the amend- 
ment having for its object to require the approval 

of the stockholders of both the lessor and lessee 
roads before the lease shali become valid. 

The board deems that this measure is most desir- 
able, both in the interests of the stockholders and 
of the public, particularly ir view of the tendency 
toward consolidation of railroads now so prevalent 
throughout the country. 

Fisth—an} act to prevent the unnecessary dupli- 
cation of railroads. 

It provides that @ corporation to build a railroad 
cannot come into existence until a hearing shall 
have been had before the Board of Railroad Oom. 
missioners and that body shall have decided that 
public convenience and necessity require the con- 
struction of such road. 

An appeal from the decision of the board to the 
Supreme Coart is provided for, which latter body 
is vested with power under the law to reverse tha 
decision of the board should it be against permis- 
sion to build. 

The theory of this act is explained briefly in pre. 
vious reports of the board as follows: 

“ & railroad cannot be built without the State del. 
egating to its promoters the pine power it pos- 
se4ses OVer property—the right of eminent domain 
—the right to take private property for pa uses. 
The State itself never exercises this so 
power except in cases of public necessity. 
should it thus delegate it to any thirteen men to be 
exercised for mere private gain, frequently af the 
ar of vested rights and grave public inter- 
ests
